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Plans to get new post office hit snag

Efforts by Mayor William M. Oakley for a 
new Romulus post office have been nipped in 
the bud by the Detroit postmaster and the 
General Services Administration. 

Recently, Oakley replied to a letter from 
Joseph Loukatka, Detroit postmaster, which 
had been sent to ex-Mayor James C. Stewart 
asking what he thought about a new post 
office location for the city. 

Oakley had written Loukatka advising him 
that the postmaster’s proposal to lease an 
existing building in a local shopping center 
for use as a post office was unacceptable. 

Instead, the mayor said he would favor 
building a new post office building on 2.6 
acres of federally-owned land in the Civic 
Center complex. 

Loukatka in turn sent Dennis Nott, director 


of customer service at the Detroit post office, 
to see Oakley, Dec. 16 to discuss the matter of 
a new post office. 

Loukatka said Nott advised the mayor that 
two options were available in regard to im- 
proving post office accomodations in 
Romulus: 1) Lease the existing building in a 
local shopping center, or 2) Renovate the 
existing post office building, 1189 Shook, at a 
cost of $20,000. 

The Detroit postmaster told The Roman 
that the present post office has inadequate 
parking facilities for customers and was in 
bad condition. 

Loukatka said the former mayor had 
agreed to the leasing of the building in the 
shopping center. 

“I believe this location would be better 
economically for the United States Postal 
Service and more convenient for post office 
customers because of the excellent parking 
facilities available there,” Loukatka said. 

Service at the city’s post office was cut last 


year to two windows and Romulus’ 20 carriers 
transferred to work out of the Taylor post 
office in an economy move carried out by the 
USPS throughout the nation. 

Oakley evidently did not feel that Nott’s 
visit was the answer that he was expecting to 
his letter to Loukatka. Although he admitted 
that Nott came to see him and that the two 
discussed the matter, he did not feel that the 
postmaster’s emissary had personally 
delivered two alternatives for improved 
postal service for Romulus. 

The whole situation was made more con- 
fusing last Wednesday when a representative 
of the federal General Services Ad- 
ministration came to Romulus to make 
arrangements to sell the 2.6 acres of 
federally-owned land. 

He said that the government has decided to 
sell many of the properties it owns throughout 
the state, including the land in the Civic 
Center complex. 

The GSA representative said he was 


unaware of the negotiations between Oakley 
and the Detroit postmaster on a new post 
office building, or that the mayor preferred a 
new building to be erected on the land he 
came there to sell. 

The GSA official told The Roman he did not 
want to be identified, but that the 2.6 acres 
was worth about $45,000 and would be offered 
in the next 30 days to the city, county and 
state for purchase at its fair market value. 

He said the three municipal governments 
are offered first choice to buy under federal 
laws governing its sale. 

He also said that Monday marked the end 
of a year-long moratorium by the USPS on the 
closing of post offices not producing adequate 
revenues for operation. 

However, in that regard, the Romulus post 
office brings in some $250,000 each month and 
is rated as a first class postal operation, the 
GSA official said. 

He reiterated that he was working as an 
agent for the USPS and did not know any of 


the details surrounding the city’s bid to get a 
new post office building. 

Also compounding the matter is Loukatka’s 
disclosure that the USPS will lose the lease on 
the existing post office building in March if 
action is not taken to renew the agreement. 

The Detroit postmaster said that given 
approval today, a new post office building of 
the 16,000 square foot size advocated by 
Oakley “could not be built in less than six 
years.” 

“Even with the go-ahead to build, the 
minimum time for a new post office in 
Romulus is six years when such items as 
funding, architect plans and all of the in- 
cidentals related to its construction are 
considered,” Loukatka said. 

After Nott’s visit to see about selling the 
government owned land in the complex, 
Oakley expressed disappointment. He said he 
was under the impression that the USPS was 
committed to building a new post office on 
that particular piece of land. 
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GM to build new plant here

A new 82 litre diesel engine for medium 
trucks and 1,000 new Jobs within the next few 
years will be the direct result of the fourth 
maior expansion in three years at Detroit 
Diesel Aiiison Liv&aa of Genet °1 Motors in 
Romulus. 

Groundbreaking for the additional 391,000 
square-foot building to adjoin the new parts 
plant completed last year will be held soon, 
according to James E. Knott, division general 
manager and a GM vice president. 

Bulk of the new plant’s additional em- 
ployment is not expected until full production 
begins in 1980 on the new medium-heavy 
diesel truck engine designed to power such 
vehicles as city delivery trucks and school 
buses. 

’Die GM announcement was hailed by 
Romulus Mayor William M. Oakley. “Detroit 
Diesel has been a g)od industrial neighbor, 
which since 1974, has more than tripled its 
work force in our community.” 

Last night the Romulus City Council as 
expected approved a 50 percent tax incentive 
plan for the new diesel engine plant addition. 
Under Michigan Public Act 198, local 
municipalities are allowed to grant tax in- 
centives to local industries which generate 
new jobs or protect old ones. 

Oakley said GM’s latest $88 million in- 
vestment brings to more than $200 million 
that the firm has put into its local facilities. 

The mayor exphasized that GM’s taxes paid 
to the city have jumped from $287,775 in 1975 
to a whopping $1,256,000 in 1977. By 1982 when 
the new 8.2 litre diesel engine plant is in full 
swing, taxes from Detroit Diesel are being 
projected to being in about $2,800,000, the 
mayor said. 


The new plant will be built at the division’s 
370-acre industrial complex on Ecorse Road 
between the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad 
and Cogswell Road. Production capacity is 
expected to reach approximately 75,000 
engines per year, Knott said. 

Hailed by GM as the industry’s first diesel 
en«dne designed especially for medium-sized 
trucks, the new power plant will rep’ace. 
many huavy-outy gasoline engines and 
“contribute substantially to further 
dieselization of the truck market,” the GM 
vice president predicted. 

The new diesel engine is a 90-degree, V-8 
design, using a direct iqjection system. Its 150 
to 200 horsepower will make it suitable for 
trucks in the 16,000 to 26,000 pound class, and 
hopefully, in marine pleasure craft in the 
near future. 

The 391,000 square feet of new plant space 
will be broken down into: 367,000 square feet 
for manufacturing; 4,500 for a test building; 

6.000 for an office building; and space for 
other plant facilities. 

The new plant will include manufacturing 
operations such as machining of cylinder 
blocks, cylinder heads, crankshafts, cam- 
shafts, connecting rods and smaller enginer 
parts, as well as assembly and testing of 
engines. 

The new 8.2 litre diesel engine plant follows 
shortly on the heels of two other major ex- 
pansions this year at the Romulus site - 

570.000 square-foot parts distribution center 
and a 230,000 square-foot engineering test 
facility. 

Knott commeneded city officials for 
“foresight and action in helping to make 
Romulus a good area for expansion, promp- 
ting our decision to continue building there.” 

Romulus was one of the first cities in 
Michigan to make land available under terms 
of Public Act 198, with its tax incentive 
provisions.

Board backs down on transfer 
of 38 pupils to Mt. Pleasant 


Pressure exerted by concerned parents 
apparently has swayed the Romulus school 
board not to transfer 38 students from Hale 
Creek Elementary 6chool to Mt. Pleasant 
Elementary School. 

Daniel Do6S, father of a sixth-grade pupil 
who was slated for transfer Dec 1, had 
protested the action by writing two letters to 
Supt. James Garfield and the board 

After Doss read his second letter to the 
board at its Dec 12 meeting. Asst Supt 
Marvin Fischer recommended to the board 
that the proposed transfer not be made thJ 
year Supt. Garfield was absent from the 
session. 

Included in Doss’ list of reasons against the 
transfer was his allegation of "improper use 
of my tax doDars” and the fact that 618 
students are enrolled th is year at Hale Creek, 
less than the 629 who went to classes there last 
year 

With less students this year, he questioned 
the decision to move the 38 pupils He stated 
that Hale Creek’s sixth grade class this year 


had only two more pupils than last, not 
enought to warrant the transfer. 

Upon Fischers recommendation, school 
trustees voted 7-0 to keep the 38 students at 
Hale Creek. 

Among the many aceusa lions made by Doss 
was his contention that Art McPharlin, 


principal of Hale Creek, had “undermined” 
the board by sending out letters to parents 
telling them of the proposed transfer a week 
before the board met to okay the action. 

Doss alsocharged that since only 248 pupils 
go to Mt Pleasant School, “it looks like 
they're trying to save some Jobs”.

Mayoral panel hospital tour 
finds out what's available 



In an ongoing move to fulfill a campaign 
pledge to provide new and better services for 
residents, Romulus Mayor William M. Oakley 
recently sent a delegation to Heritage 
Hospital in Taylor to see if citizens are fully 
aware of the medical services the new 
hospital provides. 


The group’s findings indicated that the 
existence of a new addition to the Peoples 
Community Hospital Authority (PCHA), is 
largely unknown to many Romulus residents. 


Responding to an invitation by Willard 
Koths of Heritage’s auxiliary, the mayors of 
the four principal areas served by the modem 
medical facility (Romulus, Taylor, Dearborn 
Heights and Allen Park), were invited to tour 
the unit and be briefed on its opeation by 
Walter Wheeler, hospital administrator. 


Mayor Oakley sent his public safety 
director, Lee Silvey, administrative 
assistant, John Shea, and public information 
officer, Jay Young, to represent him. 


The praise the three had for the new new 
health care unit, together with their concern 
over its relative anonymity, has sparked a 
drive at dty hall to publicize its existence. 


In the planning stages since 1969, Heritage 
Hospital is located on 40 acres of land, just 
west of Telegraph Road between Wick and 
Goddard Roads in Taylor. 


Its existence, in addition to Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne — the largest of the five 
hospital group — greatly increases the 
medical care available to Romulus residents, 
particuarly those living on the north and east 
sides of the dty. 


Built to incorprate the very latest concepts 
in health care, the $125 million structure has a 
planned capacity of 600 beds. 

The hospital is operating at about 90 per- 
cent occupancy, with 240 beds open. Ac- 
cording to Wheeler, that rate has been 
steadily maintained since Heritage opened its 
doors last June with only 80 beds occupied. 

Wheeler, who was hospital administrator at 
Annapolis for seven years before assuming 
the director’s role at Heritage, growns visibly 
proud of his new hospital when explaining its 
operation to guests. 

He described the more novel innovations 
being pioneered at Heritage as “primary 
nursing” and “materials management." 

Under these programs, nurses are assigned 
only five patients, alleviating much of the 
paperwork and routine chores which occupied 
much of a nurse’s time in the past. 

At Heritage, many of those tasks have 
either been eliminated or are handled by 
someone else, thus leaving the nurse free to 
be the “prime caretaker” of the patient, 
giving medicatioa feeding, bathing, etc. 

Nurses serve patients from 10 localized 
galleys where meals are prepared and served 
lot to patients whenever they desire. 

Medicine and supplies are stored in a 
central location and shipped to localized 
stations via “nurse servers” — mobile carts 
that are constantly being re-supplied. 

A docotr’s or nurse’s report is transmitted 
from bedside to a central communication 
center via pneumatic tubes. Then the supplies 
are shipped back through lower-level tunnels, 
so that food and medicines are never wheeled 
in hallways where the public or patients 
might come in contact with them. 


Wheeler also stressed that patients enjoy 
greater freedom and independence under his 
new system. Every patient is given one of 
seven specialized diet menus from which he 
can chose a variety of meal combinations. 
One of the feature choices, a club sandwich is 
dubbed the “Heritage Hero”. 

The menus are taken as souvenirs by the 
patients when leaving, so that proper diet 
habits learned in the hospital will continue 
after the person in discharged. The average 
stay at Heritage is 7*6 days. 

Every bed is equipped with a control 
console, which allows a patient to call for aid, 
change color TV channels and raise or lower 
the bed, all with the touch of a button. 

Many other valuable and helpful services 
are rendered by a dedicated and energetic 
group of volunteer workers, who do 
everything from guiding a patient through 
admittance procedures to visitors daily with a 
portable bookmobile and eift cart. 

What’s the cost for all these modem con- 
veniences? 

According to Wheeler, about $200 a day, 
which is slightly below average for the PCHA 

O and decidedly lower than other area 
als. 

Some of the specialized programs available 
at Heritage include a 24-hour cardio- 
pulmonary team, emergency room (handling 
75-80 cases per day;, mental health unit, 
intensive care area, alcoholic treatment 
programs, a pediatrics department and

Johnny 
gets his 
wheels

“Jim Bradley, I love you!” exclaimed the 
excited woman’s voice on the other end of the 
phone. 

“Well, I love you, too!” the reporter 
automatically replied, a little perplexed by 
the sudden amorous adventure. 

The voice went on to tell the reporter that 
his story about a quadriplegic’s need for an 
electric wheelchair had brought a flood of 
financial response that more than paid for the 
vehicle. 

Elizabeth Looney, the owner cf the voice 
and a social worker at Venoy Continued Care 
Center in Westland, began to cry. 

“Please forgive me for crying,” she 
pleaded, “but I’m so moved by what's hap- 
pened since the story came out. ” 

The reporter told her to go ahead and 
“enjoy herself 

It was all part of a true Christmas love 
story for people in Associated Newspapers’ 
circulation area — and especially in Wayne 
and Westland. 

The story concerns Johnny Golembiewski 
and an article which appeared last week 
about the 27-year-old quadriplegic’s need for 
a new electric wheelchair. 

Well, the outpouring of love has been 
tremendous. Cards, letters and phone calls 
have inundated Venoy Continued Care Center 
with more than enough money to purchase 
Johnny’s much-needed Christmas present. 

For those who may have missed last week’s 
story, the weekly newspapers in the ANP 
chain — which includes Wayne, Westland, 
Canton, Inkster, Romulus and Belleville — 
ran a story and picture about Johnny’s need. 

Less than two hours after last Thursday’s 
newspapers hit the streets, a man walked into 
Venoy Center and wrote out a $100 check for 
Johnny. 

“The people in the area have been just 
wonderful,” Mrs. Looney said as she 
reflected on the gifts sent to Johnny. “There 
must be an awful lot of love around here, 
that’s all I can say. 

“There have been many $1 and $2 gifts 
along with many larger donations,” she 
added “We want to say “thank you” to 
everybody. It shows that the Christmas 
spirit still is alive, and that people still really 
do care when they are told of a need.” 

More than $1,450 has been collected so far 
toward Johnny’s electric wheelchair — far 
more than what’s needed. 

The gifts have come in all sizes. Several 
school-age children sent cards with a $1 or $2 
enclosed, usually with no name signed. One 
youngster scribbled. “Hope this makes your 
Christmas happier... hope you get your 
wheelchair.” 

A high school girl sent two $1 bills, saying 
it was her lunch money and she wanted 
Johnny to have it. 

Johnny opened his Christmas cards 
Monday afternoon and counted out $490 that 
had been inside the greetings. Tears rolled 
down his cheeks as he realized he was the 
object of the love and care of so many people, 
Liz said 

One letter was sent from a family with 
three children which contained $10, and the 
words: “It makes our Christmas happier 
because we can share it with someone else.” 

Several phone calls came from business 
people offering to pay the balance of what was 
needed for the wheelchair 
Jack Demmer of Wayne’s Jack Demmer 
Ford was probably the first to make the offer 
Hargrove Olds of W ! ayne also called, as did an 
official of TWA Airlines at Metropolitan 
Airport. 

Westland Jaycees a Iso called and offered to 
pay the balance In addition, they gave 
Johnny $50 for a Christmas party 
Employees at Wayne Bank collected $317 
and donated it for the electric wheelchair.

Hines builds mall 
in Traverse City 


Charles Hines, a prominent Yp- 
silanti construction superintendent, 
has just completed building the 
Cherryland Mall, a $10,000,000 
regional enclosed mall shopping 
center located at Airport and 
Garfield Roads in Traverse City. 

This project was built on schedule 
and is the largest regional shopping 
center in northern Michigan. 

Hines, who has been in the con- 
struction business for 31 years, has 
built everything from a $10,000 house 
to the $ 10 , 000,000 Cherryland Mall. 
He is an associate of Schostak 
Brothers and Co. Inc., the largest 
full service real estate firm in the 
State of Michigan. During his career 
he has been credited with com- 
pleting more than $75,000,000 worth 
of construction. He built the 
Traverse City K-Mart sore, located 
in the Cherryland Mall, in 21 weeks 
and the Kroger store in 18 weeks, 
which is considered to be an out- 
standing accomplishment by con- 
struction experts. This is par- 
ticularly significant due to the fact 
that 31 days were lost as a result of 
bad weather. 

Hines credits the speed in which 


the mall was built to the ex- 
ceptionally fine craftsmen in the 
Grand Traverse region and the 
cooperation of everyone working on 
the site. Hines supervised 260 people 
during the construction period. 

Said Hines: “The craftsmen took a 
great deal of pride in their work.

Committeer ponders ban 


A House bill, empowering the 
State Fire Marshall to ban double- 
bottom tankers from Michigan's 
highways when hazardous con- 
ditions exist, has been taken up by 
the House Roads and Bridges 
Committee, according to its sponsor, 
State Rep. Robert Law (R-36th 
District). 

The bill, HB 5432, is a substitute 
for a measure Law introduced in the 
fall which would ban tandem 
tankers during peak rush hour 
traffic. 

“This substituted ill zeros right in 


on the problem we’re facing now,” 
Law said. “When a tanker recently 
exploded on 1-94 in Alien Park, there 
was a tremendous potential for 
injury. This bill would have 
authorized the fire marshall to ban 
tankers carrying hazardous 
material because of the very bad 
road conditions that day.” 

Law explained that the substitute 
bill amends the Michigan vehicle 
code to apply To those tankers 
carrying hazardous material with a 
minimum gross weight of 50,000 lbs. 


ana a minimum capacity of 5,000 
gallons. 

The fire marshall could ban these 
vehicles from the road, according to 
the provisions of the bill, if he 
determined there were such con- 
ditions as severe weather, natural or 
man-made disasters, unusual road 
conditions or emergencies involving 
life or property. 

“I am very pleased with the 
substitute bill,” Law said. “It 
focuses on the problem and offers a 
satisfactory solution to keeping our 
roads safe.”

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Not a form of government 


Court upholds idea of voluntary regionalism 


Voluntary regionalism received a 
boost recently from a Genesee 
County Circuit Court ruling that 
regional planning commissions, or 
councils of government, do not have 
to be organized under the principle 
of ‘‘one man, one vote” because they 
are not a form of government. 

In the case of Leonard vs. 
Milliken, Judge Thomas C. Yeotis 
found that the “one man, one vote 
principle is inapplicable and . does 


not govern the regional planning 
commissions because membership 
is voluntary and members are ap- 
pointed, not elected”. 

Yeotis’s ruling is significant to the 
state’s 14 regional planning 
organizations because all rely on 
voluntary membership and all clash 
regularly with opponents who 
maintain regional planning is, in 
fact, regional government, or at 
least the harbinger of regional 


government. 

Regional government for the most 
part is an unpopular issue among 
local elected officials who are 
concerned that such a movement 
would result in the loss of local home 
rule and local control. 

In his opinion, Yeotis said: 

“Based upon the testimony 
presented, this court is not per- 
suaded that the regional planning 
commissions function in any 


Now you can get tax break 
on child support, alimony 


Statisticians point out that the 
divorce rate in America has been 
climbing steadily in the last few 
years. That probably means that 
more and more taxpayers are 
making alimony, or child support, 
payments. 

If you’re making such payments, 
you want to make sure that you take 
all the tax breaks you are allowed, 
including some new ones, where 
those payments are concerned. 

As of 1977, alimony is an ad- 
justment to income instead of an 
itemized deduction. This means you 
don’t have to itemize your deduc- 
tions anymore in order to claim the 
alimony you pay. 

Here's an example of how this 
difference in the law can affect your 
taxes. Suppose you are single, have 
a gross income of $25,000, make 


alimony payments of $5,000, have 
itemized deductions of $1,000, and 
claim one personal exemption. 

In 1976, that meant that your 
itemized deductions totaled $6,000. 
After subtracting the $6,000 and 
your exemption of $750, you had a 
taxableincome of $18,250. Your final 
tax liability, after subtracting your 
general tax credit, was $4,411. 

In 1977, using the new tax tables 
with the zero bracket amount, 
personal exemptions, and the 
general tax credit built into them, 
you would subtract your alimony 
from your gross income to get a tax 
table income of $20,000. Your tax 
from the tables would be $3,999. You 
have realized a tax savings of $412. 

If you are divorced, you may also 
be making child support payments. 
And if your divorce decree doesn’t 


Metropark visitors 
need entry permits 


Visitors to the Hurcn- 
Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority’s 10 
metro parks after Jan. 1 
will find it necessary to 
have 1978 vehicle entry 
permits. 

Metropark Director 
David O. Laidlaw said 
this new policy of ex- 
tended year-around 
charges is designed so 
that park users help 
meet the operational 
and maintenance costs 
of providing winter 
sports and other 
seasonal facilities. 

Vehicle entry permits 
will be in effect when 
weather conditions 
make the facilities 
suitable for public 
participation. Huron- 
Clinton Metropark 
vehicle entry permits 
were in effect April 1 
through October 1 
during 1977. 

Metropark winter 
facilities include Metro 
Beach Metropark near 
Mt. Clemens — cross- 
country skiing, ice 
fishing, ice skating and 
good service — Stony 
Creek and Kensington 

— cross-country ski 
rental and ski trails, 
food service, ice fishing, 
ice skating, hills for

specify which parent is entitled to 
claim your children’s exemptions, 
you may be entitled to claim the 
exemptions, provided you paid a 
certain amount of child support. 

In the past, if you contributed 
$1,200 or more towards the support 
of your children, and your fomer 
spouse who had custody of the 
children couldn’t prove that he or 
she contributed more than you did, 
you were entitled to daim the 
exemptions for the children. 

In a new change for 1977 vou mav 
have contributed more _ in 

child support in order to claim the 
exemptions for your children on 
your tax return. The new law states 
that you now have to pay at least 
$1,200 for each child in order to 
claim the exemptions. Remember, 
that’s $1,200 for each child and not 
for several children. \ 

Here’s how this provision could 
affect you: Your divorce decree 
doesn’t say who will be allowed to 
claim your children for tax pur- 
poses. In 1976, you contributed $1,300 
towards the support of your two 
children. Your former spouse, who 
has custody, could only substantiate 
$800 towards their support. Under 
the special rule, you were allowed 
both exemptions. 

In 1977, you expect to contribute 
$1,500 towards the support of the 
children. Even though you con- 
tribute more this year than last, you 
are not entitled to claim the 
exemptions for your children, 
because you did not contribute at 
least $1,200 or more towards the 
support of each child.

mannner other than in a planning- 
advisory capacity and are directly 
responsible to other forms or 
agencies of government. 

“Regional planning commissions 
do not make the ultimate or final 
decision on programs or policies. 
Consequently, the electorate 
maintains its direct and propor- 
tional access to those persons or 
bodies who are entrusted with the 
responsibility of making such 
ultimate decisions.” 

The lawsuit was filed in 1974 in 
Genesee County by Robert F. 
Leonard, prosecuting attorney, on 
behalf of a group of local officials 
from the City of Flint who claimed 
that the regional planning com- 
mission for Genesee, Lapeer and 
Shiawassee counties, the GLS 
Region V Planning and Develop- 
ment Commission, had too much say 
in the planning for and allocation of 
funds for Genesee County, where 
Flint is located. 

The county holds some 85 percent 
of the population of that region 
while in 1974, it had only 7 of 15 votes 
on the GLS executive committee. 

This gave governments in the 
other two counties eight votes while 
having only 15 percent of the 
region’s population. Local officials 
in Flint felt that executive com- 
mittee members from Shiawasee 
and Lapeer counties could be in a 
position to deny funds or prevent full 
participation to local units of 
government in Genesee County. 

The City of Flint in protest with- 
drew membership from GLS but 
has since rejoined. The current GLS 
executive committee is composed of 
nine members from Genesee County 
— five of which represent Flint — 
and four each from the other two 
counties. 

Leonard built his case on the claim 
that the governor lacks con- 
stitutional or statutory authority to 
establish guidelines for the 
distribution of federal or state funds. 

The lawsuit claimed further that a 
regional planning council or council 
of governments has the charac- 
teristics of a governmental unit 
therefore must be based upon the 
“one man, one vote” concept. 

The lawsuit was filed against Gov. 
Milliken as the official who, under 
state law divided the state into 14 
substate planning regions to allow 
for the development of regional 
plans and related activities. 

Each of the 14 regions has since 
set up a regional planning com- 
mission or council controlled by 
local elected officials from member 
units of government in the region. 


All of the state’s regional planning 
bodies favor the voluntary approach 
to long-range planning and problem 
solving, and the Michigan 
Association of Regions also is op- 
posed to regional government. 

The Southeast Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG) entered 
the case as a co-defendant because it 
could have been affected by the 
outcome of the decision. 

Twice in recent years SEMCOG’s 
policy bodies have come out in op- 
position to any form of regional 
government. 

‘‘SEMCOG’s primary function,” 
ruled Judge Yeotis, “is to foster 
region-wide planning and 


cooperative efforts to resolve 
problems ... in the seven-county 
region. 

“Final decisions on programs and 
politics are reserved to the 
Congress, the legislature, or other 
agencies of government; thus 
SEMCOG does not exercise general 
governmental powers based upon 
the evidence presented in this case. ” 

SEMCOG is the regional planning 
council for the counties of 
Livingston, Macomb, Monroe, 
Oakland, St. Clair, Washtenaw and 
Wayne. This area is known as 
Region One and contains nearly 4.8 
million people, roughly half of the 
state’s total population.

Sumpter water needed but.... 


The announcement by the federal 
Farmer’s Home Administration 
(FaHA), that they had suspended a 
scheduled $1 million grant and an 
equal size loan for the extension of 
water lines in Sumpter Township, has 
hit the area like a bombshell. 

The Lansing spokesman for FaHA, 
Robert L. Mitchell, said the township 
will lose the $2 million unless the 
township board makes a written 
commitment to design a more ef- 
fective water system that will deal 


with the problems being faced by 
residents of the southern portion of the 
township. 

The root of the problem appears to 
be the township board’s decision to 
route the new water lines into and 
through the northern section of the 
township, apparently overlooking for 
now, the water problems being faced 
in the southern end of the township. 

We feel that the township board 
should quickly respond to this threat, 
and develop the new plans for the 


south, as soon as possible. 

This appears to be just another case 
of the Fed’s changing the rules of the 
game in the ninth inning. Sumpter 
officials followed the FaHA guidelines 
when preparing their case for the $2 
million, but now they will have to do it 
one more time. 

We have no argument with the 
concept of providing the residents of 
the south end with water, but we think 
that the Fed’s should have named the 
game before it started. 


Belleville handicapped parking hit 


The Belleville City Council, in their 
rush to comply with new state 
requirements for handicapped 
parking, has created a larger problem 
then it attempted to solve. 

Several months ago,, the city fathers 
voted to create handicapped parking 
just north of Main Street and east of 
Roy. But, what the city fathers ap- 
parently did not do, was to take a look 
at the area first. 

It would appear that the han- 
dicapped citizens, who live or choose 


to shop in downtown Belleville, have 
been given handicapped parking spots 
that provide little if any access to the 
businesses where they may wish to 
shop. 

While the parking spots were 
located close to the rear of many of the 
city’s shops, none of the businesses 
have ramps that could be used by the 
handicapped to negotiate the existing 
rear stairways. 

We had hoped that by now the city 
council would have discovered its 


error, and would have acted to correct 
the situation. But they haven’t. 

A recent trip through downtown 
Belleville not only failed to find those 
newly created handicapped parking 
spots, but also failed to locate any new 
spots more accessible to the stores. 

It is their credit that the Belleville 
city fathers acted quickly in their 
attempt to comply with the new state 
act mandating handicapped parking 
spots. We hope they will now act 
quickly to resolve this new situation.

The Social Security system is now 
payii*’ out more money than it is taking in. 
And if nothing is done, the situation will get 
worse. 

There is no dispute about these points, 
which are easily verified mathematically. 
But what to do? Over that there is plenty of 
argument. 

The range of choice for a solution is 
equally easy to see: (1) Find more money 
somewhere: and-or, (2) reduce benefits. 

The Carter Administration has proposed 
to do a little of both. First, the growth rate 
of future benefits (not present benefits) 
would be reduced. Second, more money 
would be raised by two key changes in the 
financing system. 

Revising the benefit formula is an ex- 
cellent idea, and not nearly aS pinch-penny 
as it sounds. Thanks to an oversight in 
earlier Social Security legislation, the 
level of benefits at retirement is now being 
increased so rapidly that many people 
retiring around the turn of the century 
would be eligible for pensions higher than 
their pay. 

The proposed fix is to freeze the size of 
the pension at about the same proportion 
of pay as it is now, increasing it in the 
future only to keep up with inflation. In 
other words, future Social Security 
beneficiaries would do as well propor- 
tionately as present beneficiaries, but no 
better.

I doubt if many thinking people will 
object to this first change It is certainly 
not to the advantage of Social Security 
recipients to “break the bank” with 
demands for pensions larger than the 
working generation is able to pay. 

The seccnd part at the Carter package — 
the financing changes — will be much 
more controversial. The Administration 
wants to raise more money by increasing 
the proportion of the tax paid by em- 
ployers on behalf of their employees (the 
total) tax is now split 50-50 between the 
employer and the employee), and by 
permitting the use of goieral revenues 
under certain circumstances. 

I accept the need for a small tax in- 
crease to protect the system. And business 
is willing to pay its share But I do not like 
the Administration formula. 

Any government program that invites us 
to vote ourselves money from the public 
treasury is dangerous. It is dangerous 
because there will always be politicians 
around who promise — as Health, 
Education and Welfare Secretary Califano 
is now promising — that the money can be 
created out of thin air. And there will 
always be voters around ready to accept 
this welcome news. But inflation is the 
price we pay for that money from 
nowhere, as most people are beginning to 
realize. 

The Social Security program was 
designed to prevent our generous impulses

We have elected our officials to 
make tough decisions that are 
necessary for the continued health and 
welfare of the community.

from leading to disaster. The key safety 
device was tying taxes to benefits. When 
Social Security benefits went up, Social 
Security taxes would have to be increased 
correspondingly, on both employers and 
employees. Thus, the discomfort caused 
the taxpay ers would act^ps a check on the 
politicians’ urge to bqy votes by handing 
out more money. This is why we should 
retain the 50-50 partnership in tax 
payments. 

Even with that check rein, Congress has 
been too liberal with the benefits schedule, 
which is part of the reason the Social 
Security system is now heading for in- 
solvency. (The lower birthrate of recent 
years is the other big reason for trouble. 
There will be fewer workers in the future 
to support more retirees. ) 

You can imagine, then, the added 
danger of removing the only inhibition to 
complete financial irresponsibility in the 
management of the system. And that is, in 
effect, what the Administration proposes: 
Take the extra money from places where 
the voter won’t feel it directly — general 
revenues and corporate income. The in- 
direct effects of such a policy — inflation, 
unemployment, economic stagnation — 
are not easy for the average person to 
connect with their causes. 

Well, I think this shell game is unwise at 
the least, if not latently immoral. Social 
Security is too important to too many 
people to make of it a political football and 
an economic nightmare.

threatened by Carter tax reform 


When Congress addresses itself next year 
to the question of tax reform, one of the 
proposals we will consider is a plan to 
eliminate home mortage interest and 
property taxes as deductions for Federal 
income tax purposes. 


I strongly oppose this concept, and will do 
all I can do to prevent its adoption by the 
Congress. 


These deductions have served for many 
years as an encouragement to home 
ownership. This is no time to drop such 
encouragement. 


Young people starting off today find it 
more and more difficult to scrape together 
enough money for a down payment on their 
own home, or to meet monthly payments 
which keep going higher and higher. 

Rising costs of interest, of land, of 
building materials and of labor have made 
home ownership more and more expensive 
each year. Yet, home ownership is the only 
major hedge most young people will ever 
have against continued inflation. 

Removal of the interest and tax deduction 
would serve only as a further 
discouragement, and turn more and more 
people toward apartments or rented homes. 


Such a move would also be a severe blow 
to the construction industry, which is 
already one of the hardest-hit sectors of the 
American economy. Unemployment is 
running well above the national average for 
carpenters, plumbers, masons, electricians, 
roofers, painters and other workers whose 
skills have provided the United States with 
the world’s best housing 
I do believe that we need tax reform, but 
not at the expense of America’s 
homeowners, of young couples starting off 
in life, and of the building trades workers 
who have made American housing the envy 
of the world. 


Tax-reform measures should not be 
directed toward middle-income America, 
but toward the extremely rich individuals 
and the huge corporations, who today are 
not carrying their fair share of our in- 
creasing tax burden. 



In fact, some of America’s biggest and 
wealthiest families and corporations are, in 
effect, being subsidized by middle-income 
taxpayers in the form of special tax breaks, 
loopholes and other benefits. 

Our tax laws are literally riddled with 
such unfair provisions, and this is where 
real tax reform should begin.

Indeed, the fuzzy-minded proponents of 
this revolutionary departure from nor- 
mality in education are advocating only 
two grades in all instances — passing or 
failing. 

Behind much of this movement are 
liberals, who in their zeal to promote the 
“equality” of minority races, are in ac- 
tuality harming the educational and 
business futures of all students. 

They believe that using letter symbols to 
grade school work tends to pinpoint the 
educational deficiencies of minority 
students because it compares them un- 

ivorably to their white counterparts. By 
so doing, the minority races are inclined 
to feel even more inferior and will do even 
worse in future classroom work and 
studies they emphasize. 

Not utilizing letter grades reduces the 
instructor’s choice in grading to two 
alternatives. Should a student, especially a 
minority, be a few points below passing, 
the teacher may bend a little too far and 
end up passing him or her. 

This brings up questions: Where does 
the instructor draw the line on failure? 
How many students will be passed who 
really failed? 

When students are given passing grades, 
when in reality they did not earn them, 
they are made to believe they earned 
something that will give them the op- 
portunity of advancing up the ladder of 
life. 

Regardless of whether the student is 
graded conventionally under a letter 
grading system and passed, or promoted 
under a passing or failing system, he or 
she will soon enough find out in the outside 
world just how much they have been 
shortchanged. 

As they fight and compete with others in 
the dog-eat-dog business world, they begin 
to see just how ill equipped they are to land 
that top-paying job or to understand 
technical aspects of a training school run 
by the company to advance its employes 
through the ranks. 

Before very long, these “graduates” of a 
too-lenient, too-bending and too- 
understanding educational system realize 
that they have been “set up’’. As the years 
roll by, they land mediocre jobs along the 
way, that experience soon tells them they 
must keep- in order to survive in the 
business jungle. 

The realization comes, a few* years after 
graduation from a big university with 
radical educational philosophies geared to 
“help” minorities, that their time spent in 
getting that coveted degree was wasted. 
For all practical purposes they might just 


as well have stayed at home. 

A fitting analogy would be training a 
boxer who wants to become a top 
professional fighter, possibly a world’s 
champion. However, the youngster does 
not possess the necessary coordination, 
punching power, timing, stamina and 
other qualities needed to make it to the top. 

But, no one - his trainer, his manager, 
his family, his friends - tell him of these 
very important facts. Instead, he is en- 
couraged, given “bums” to fight on his 
road to the big time, and soon feels that he 
is well on the way to riches and fame. 

His dream world comes rapidly and 
sickeningly to an abrupt halt when he is 
“trapped” into fighting a tough opponent 
whom his manager cannot avoid on the 
path upward to glory. 

No match for his well-trained and well- 
equipped opponent, this misled young man 
is quickly knocked out and his claim to 
fame fades into oblivion. He has met his 
Waterloo. His career is finished. From 
here on, if he fights, he fights for crumbs. 
The big time, to him, is gone forever. 

So, the chance of a promising business 
career likewise disappears for the student 
who is “given” passing grades and a 
degree solely on the strength of he or she 
being a member of a minority race and 
who is given preferential treatment under 
a “new” education system designed to 
“help” them. 

Equally as important is what this at- 
tempt to equalize grades for all students 
does to the superior scholar. A gifted and 
otherwise promising student finds that 
however hard he works, he will get the 
same grade — passing — as another 
student who does next to nothing! 

When this fact becomes apparent to 
students who normally would work very 
hard to get excellent grades, the trend to 
make everyone equal begins to take its 
toll. 

The good student loses all incentive and 
motivation to work hard to get good 
grades, for he or she gets little in return — 
only a passing grade. No more grades 
such as “A” and “B” will these students 
see. Only something like a “P” for 
passing. 

In the end result, this liberalized version 
of educational grading will make bad 
students worse and good students worse. 
Gone is the competition that motivates 
each student to outdistance his peers, that 
helps bring impossible goals closer to 
realization. 

Possibly, the leaders in our educational 
hierarchy should take the time to recon- 
sider what some of their more unwise and 
head-in-the-sand colleagues are proposing 
by dropping letter grades. 

An old adage says something to the 
effect that one only gets what he earns. 
That’s the way it used to be. Maybe, that’s 
the way it should remain.

This attitude and experience can onl> 
contribute to improved relations between 
the city and the schools, as well as in- 
creased citizen participation in local 
governmental affairs. 

Social scientists sometimes refer to the 
“percolator effect” in which opinions and 
positions filter downward from authority 
figures, such as parents. 

I am hopeful that this budding student 
awareness and concern will “percolate” 
upwards to parents and other adults and 
provide the needed stimulus for increased 
citizen involvement in their government 


I recommend that everyone read the 
winning speech, to be printed in next 
week’s Romulus Roman, and take the 
message and spirit seriously, by pledging 
a New Year’s resolution to take an active 
role in city affairs.

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Outdoor enthusiasts 
take to snow for fun 


Michigan’s snow arrived in style 
last week with some 12 inches of the 
fluffy white stuff dropping on the 
state in as many hours, outdoor 
enthusiasts are heading for the hills 
to enjoy a challenge aboard a 
toboggan or sled. 

And Chief Park Ranger Robert C. 
Skellenger of Kensington Metroit- 
park has these safety tips for the use 
of tobggans and sle*. 

(1) Know the area you are using: 

—Check for hidden hazards. Snow 
may hide logs, stumps, stones or 
fences.. Check the snow condition 
before taking your first ride. Frozen 
snow and ice can cut like broken 
glass. Do not go down any hill when 
you cannot see the entire length of 
the ride. Do not use hills or areas 
where there are bumps or drop-off 


areas. Read and obey posted rules 
and sicns. 

(2) Use proper equipment: 

—Wear warm clothing and foot- 
wear. Protect your face and hands 
with ear muffs, gloves and a scarf. 
Have a good toboggan pad securely 
attached to the toboggan at all 
times. Check your toboggan for 
broken or cracked boards after each 
run. Do not use broken equipment. 

(3) Use equipment properly: 

—A toboggan is very hard to steer, 

especially on hard packed snow. Do 
not overload toboggans or sleds. Be 
sure to keep your arms and legs 
inside the toboggan or sled. Hold 
tightly to the side ropes and hold the 
legs of the person behind you under 
your arms and don’t let go. 

(4) Use the area safely: 

—Do not use sleds or toboggans on 


Information sought 
on police scout car 

'fender benders'

In a warning to all police officers 
across the state, Carl Parsell, 
executive director of the Police 
Officers Association of Michigan 
(POAM), has asked law en- 
forcement officers, who drive 1977 
Plymouth Fury patrol cars, to notify 
him at once regarding any accidents 
those vehicles might have been 
involved in due to possible 
manufacturing defects. 

Parsell issued the warning after 
several 1977 Plymouth F1117 patrol 
cars, owned by the Detroit Police 
Department, were involved in ac- 
cidents resulting from mysterious 
frontend problems. 

“I am asking all police officers 
who have knowledge of similar 
types of accidents, involving 1977 
Plymouth Fury patrol cars, to 
send me all the details,” Parsell 
said. 

The information — date, time, 
location and description of what 
happened and injuries, if any — 
should be sent to Parsell, Police 
Officers Association of Michigan, 
2187 Orchard Lake Road, Pontiac 
48053. 

‘‘It is important that an im- 
mediate determination be made to 
ascertain whether the defects in- 
volve only Detroit scout cars, or if 


the problem is widespread,” Parsell 
added. 

To that end, Parsell has sent a 
telegram to Joan Claybrook, 
director of the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration, 
calling for an immediate nationwide 
probe. 

Robert Hellmuth, chief of that 
organization’s Investigative 
Division, told Parsell that his office 
is gathering information concerning 
the problem and would make a 
determination on what action his 
administration will take when that 
information is complete. 

One of the Detroit scout cars is less 
than a month old with less than 2,000 
miles on it. One of the injured 
Detroit police officers received a 
broken nose, and another sustained 
a head cut requiring 14 stitches to 
close. 

“The Detroit Police Department 
should take those new Plymouth 
Fury scout cars off the road until a 
definite determination is made as to 
the cause of the accidents,” Parsell 
said. “What if those patrol cars had 
been involved in a high-spred chase 
when the front ends dropped down? 
We could be burying a couple of 
police officers.”

the same runs. Sleds cut ruts and 
make it difficult to keep toboggans 
running smoothly. Toboggans pack 
snow and make it difficult to steer 
sleds. In heavy use areas, allow 
ahead of your sufficient time to get 
out of the way before starting 
downhill. Remember, you don’t 
have any method of stopping once 
you start your ride downhill. Use 
mark returns. Donot walk up the hill 
where others a re sledding. Get out of 
the way as soon as you stop. Be alert 
for other groups coming down the 
hill after you. 

These safety tips apply to persons 
tobogganing or sledding anywhere 
in Michigan. Metroparks that offer 
sledding and tobogganing areas are 
Stoney Creek Metropark near 
Rochester and Utica, Kensington 
Metropark near Milford and Willow 
Metropark near New Boston. 

Stoney Creek and Willow have 
hills for tobogganing and sledding, 
while Kensington has specially 
developed runs for tobogganing, as 
well as hills for sleds, with public use 
depending on weather conditions. 

Persons are advised to contact the 
parks before planning a winter 
sports outing.

tax limitation amendment 


Thirty-one Democratic and 
Republican members of the 
Michigan Senate and House of 
Representatives have endorsed a 
proposed tax limitation amendment 
to the State Constitution. 

They were identified by Richard 
H. Headlee as members of the 
Legislative Advisory Board for 
Taxpayers United at a news con- 
ference in the State Capitol. Headlee 
is president of Taxpayers United, a 
statewide, nonpartisan 
organization based in Southfield. 

The group last week kicked off 
adrive for signatures to put a tax 
limitation amendment on the ballot 
in the November election. 

The amendment would link 
revenues raised through taxation to 
personal income. Revenues would 
rise in proportion to the increase in 
income, but overall tax rates could 
not be increased except to meet a 
state emergency or by a vote of the 
people. 

Headlee said: “Constitutional 
amendment is the only realistic, 
responsible wa y to bring about a halt 
to the ever-w'idening gap between 
state spending and personal income. 
Other means of restraint just 
haven't worked. 


“These responsible and far- 
sighted members of the 
legislature. ...share our concern for 
the future economic vitality of the 
people of Michigan. 

“They recognize the futility of 
trying to fight the persistent, per- 
suasive and wen-financed efforts of 
the special- interest lobbies. 

“They know how difficult it is to 
derail a program once it gets under 
way, no matter how badly it may be 
performing. 

“They see, as do we, that con- 
stitutional tax limitation can be a 
new tool to help them to do the job 
that they want to do: To give real 
meaning to the setting of legislative 
priorities and the aUocaticn of tax 
dollars...” 

Headlee called the current 
campaign “a winring effort”. He 
said the new leadership offered by 
Taxpayers United, plus the strength 
of building upon “the best elements 
of the organization that preceded 
ours,” made him confideri of vic- 
tory in November 

The current organization only has 
to swing the attitude of eight percent 
of the state’s voters, because “43 
percent of the voters told us where 
they’re coming from two years ago.

New state law 'slows' freeway traffic 


Wayne County Commissioner Erv 
Steiner has charged that a new state 
law, allowing trucks to use all three 
lanes on county freeways, “is ob- 
structive and a danger to 
motor is ts”. 

Steiner said that the law, passed 
by the state legislature in 1976, has 
been virtually unnoticed because 
“truckers traveling through Wayne 
County have been used to tougher 
regulations and are just beginning to 
utilize their new •rights’ at the ex- 
pense of county motorists”. 

“The law was specifically directed 
at communities in Wayne County,” 
he said “because there were traffic

restricting trucks to 50 miles per 
hour on freeways. 


regulations in some areas that 
restricted large trucks to the two 
inside lanes of our freeways.” 

Steiner has called for the “repeal 
of the state law” or “at least an 
amendment that would grant Wayne 
County communities the right to 
control their heavily-traveled 
freeways”. The law is Public Act 
170. dated June 25, 1976. 


He already has introduced a 
resolution before the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners urging a 
change in the traffic regulations that 
would allow local governments to 
restrict truck traffic to the two right- 
hand lanes on county expressways. 

“The State Police here in Detroit 
say that uniform traffic codes are 
important — but^I maintain that 


driving in Gogebic County can’t 
compare with the hundreds of 
thousands of motorists who travel 
our freeways daily,” Steiner added. 
“Detroit had the last tough or- 
dinance forbidding trucks to use all 
lanes on an expressway — it gave 
protection and a health advantage 
to motorists over huge, overbearing 
trucks. ”v 


Compromise agreement vital 


“But the state has wiped that law 
off the books, and 1 see it as another 
victory for the powerful trucking 
lobby,” he said. 

Steiner said any driver who has 
“felt threatened with a huge 50^ 
thousand-pound tryck on his tail” 
should contact his public 
representatives in Lansing to ad- 
vocate a change in the law. 

“Only a large public outcry will 
force the state to take another look 
at our unique traffic problems,” he 
said. 

Steiner also pointed out that the 
new state law apparently knocks out 
another Detroit ordinance 


“That law, too, helped keep trucks 
to the right because they were 
usually slower-moving traffic,” he 
said. “I’d like to get an opinion from 
traffic experts and the State Police 
as to whether or not there have been 
more accidents or traffic tie-ups 
since this law went into effect.” 


State police have confirmed that 
they will not ticket a truck going 
over 50 mph on Detroit freeways in 
compliance with state law. Trucks 
may not travel 55 mph along with 
automobiles. 


Steiner’s resolution has been 
referred to the public works com- 
mittee of the Board of Com- 
missioners for study and a 
recommendation 


to Business Tax changes 


State Sen. Patrick McCollough (D- 
10th District) has announced a 
compromise agreement by the 
legislative conference committee 
studying the proposals to revise the 
Single Business Tax. 

McCollough, chairman of the 
Conference Committee for Senate 
Bill 734, said the compromise ver- 
sion of the bill will provide a total of 
$72 million in business tax relief, 
with $55 million of that going to 
small and low-profit businesses. 
Some $15 million will go to larger, 
labor-intensive industries and $2 
million to other agricultural 
businesses. 

“I am pleased that members of 
the conference committee have 
reached agreement on this vital 
issue,” McCollough said. “Despite 
real differences of opinion on this 
matter, we have come up with a plan 
that will provide immediate relief to 


those small and low-profit 
businesses who bear inequitably 
high tax burden under the current 
single business tax.” 

McCollough said the compromise 
will provide a tax credit to small and 
low-profit businesses, based on a 
ratio between their earnings and tax 
base. Businesses would be eligible 
for the credit if their earnings are 
less than 45 percent of their tax 
base. If their earnings are less than 
22.5 percent of their tax base, they 
would qualify for the maximum 50 
percent tax reduction provided by 
this credit. 

A business with gross receipts in 
excess of $3 million, or with any one 
owner earning more than $60,000 in 
one year would be ineligible for this 
credit. 

Additional relief is provided to 
businesses by increasing the small 
business deduction from $36,000 to 


$40,000, extending an existing tax 
credit to all unincorporated 
businesses, increasing deductions 
for labor intensive businesses and 
exempting businesses in 
agricultural production from the 
single business tax. 


McCollough said that the cost of 
the tax relief plan will be offset by 
including in the tax base all 
depreciation deducted in the tax 
year from federal taxable income. 
This would provide an estimated $60- 
70 million in revenue.

ORDINANCE NO. 65-86HH 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. $5-86 BEING AN OR- 
DINANCE ENACTED UNDER ACT 207, PUBLIC ACTS OF 1921, AS 
AMENDED, GOVERNING THE INCORPORATED PORTIONS OF THE 
CITY OF BELLEVILLE, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN, TO REGULATE 
AND RESTRICT THE LOCATION AND USE OF BUILDINGS, STRUC- 
TURES AND LAND FOR TRADE, INDUSTRY, RESIDENCE AND FOR 
PUBLIC AND SEMIPUBLIC OR OTHER SPECIFIED USES; AND TO 
REGULATE AND LIMIT THE HEIGHT AND BULK OF BUILDINGS AND 
OTHER STRUCTURES; TO REGULATE AND TO DETERMINE THE 
SIZE OF YARDS, COURTS AND OPEN SPACES; TO REGULATE AND 
LIMIT THE DENSITY OF POPULATION; AND FOR SAID PURPOSES 
TO DIVIDE THE MUNICIPALITY INTO DISTRICTS AND 
ESTABLISHING THE BOUNDARIES THEREOF; PROVIDING FOR 
CHANGES IN THE REGULATIONS, RESTRICTIONS AND BOUN- 
DARIES OF SUCH DISTRICTS; DEFINING CERTAIN TERMS USED 
HEREIN, PROVIDING FOR ENFORCEMENT; ESTABLISHING A 
BOARD OF APPEALS; AND IMPOSING PENALTIES FOR THE 
VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE. 

THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS: 

Section l. That Ordinance No. 65-86, as amended, of the City of Belleville, 
entitled “City of Belleville Zoning Ordinance” be and it is hereby further 
amended by amending Article V and Sections 2.5, 2.28, 4.1, 5.1, 5.2, 5.3, 6.1, 
6.2, 9.1, 9.2, 9.3, and 14.1, which amended Article and sections shall read as 
follows: 

Section 2.5 APARTMENTS - The term “Apartments” shall mean the 
dwelling units in a multiple dwelling as defined herein : 

(a) Efficiency Apartment: The term “Efficiency Apartment” shall mean 

a dwelling unit containing not over three hundred (300) square feet of net 
floor area, and consisting of not more than one (1) room in addition to kit- 
chen and necessary sanitary facilities. ' f 

(b) One Bedroom Unit: The term “One Bedroom Unit” shall mean a 
dwelling unit containing a minimum net floor area of at least six hundred 
and fifty (650) square feet per unit, consisting of not more than three (3) 
rooms in addition to kitchen and necessary sanitary facilities. 

(c) Two Bedroom Unit: The term “Two Bedroom Unit” shall mean a 
dwelling unit containing a minimum net floor area of at least seven hundred 
and fifty (750) square feet per unit, consisting of not more than four (4) 
rooms in addition to kitchen and necessary sanitary facilities. 

(d) Three or More Bedroom Unit - The term “Three or More Bedroom 
Unit” shall mean a dwelling unit wherein for each room in addition to the 
four (4) rooms permitted in a two (2) bedroom unit, there shall be provided 
an additional area of one hundred and fifty ( 150) square feet to the minimum 
net floor area of six hundred (600) square feet. 

Section 2.28 FARM - The term “Farm” shall mean any continuous parcel 
of ten (10) acres or more which is used in the raising of agricultural 
products, livestock, poultry and dairy products. It includes a building used 
as a residence and necessary farm structures within the prescribed limits 
and the storage of equipment used. It excludes the raising of fur-bearing 
animals, riding or boarding stables, commercial dog kennels. No farms 
shall be operated as piggeries, or for the disposal of garbage, sewage, 
rubbish, offal, rendering or slaughtering p lants. 

Section 4.1 PRINCIPAL USES PERMITTED - In a One-Family 
Residential District (R-l through R-2) no building or land shall be used and 
no building shall be erected except for one or more of the following specified 
uses, unless otherwise provided in this Ordinance. 

(a) One-family detached dwellings. 

(b) Churches 

(c) Publicly owned and operated museums, libraries, parks, parkways, 
and recreational facilities. 

(d) Municipal buildings and uses. 

(e) Public, parochial and other private elementary, intermediate, and-or 
high schools offering courses in general education and not operated for 
profit. 

(f) Accessory buildings and uses, customarily incident to any of the above 
permitted uses. 

ARTICLE V 

R-3 RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT 

Section 5.1 PRINCIPAL USES PERMITTED - In R-3 residential district, 
no building or land shall be used and no building shall be erected except one 
or more of the following specified uses, unless otherwise provided in this 
ordinance. 

(a) All principal uses permitted and as regulated in the One-Family 
Residential Districts. 

(b) Accessory buildings and uses, customarily incident to any of the above 
permitted uses. 

Section 5.2 USES PERMISSIBLE ON SPECIAL APPROVAL - The 
following uses shall be permitted subject to the conditions hereinafter set 
forth: 

(a) Mobile Home Park - Mobile Home Parks may be permitted in an RT 
District after the park plan therefor has been approved by the Planning 
Commission of the municipality to insure adequate streets and open spaces 
essential to the public health, welfare and convenience and to insure that 
such plan is in accordance with the spirit and purposes of said Zoning Or- 
dinance and subject to compliance with the following requirements and 
conditions: 

(1) The tract or parcel of land being proposed for a mobile home park 
shall be of such land area as to provide for a minimum of seventy-five (75) 
mobile home sites, exclusive of streets, buildings, structures, enclosures 
and recreational areas. 

(2) Each mobile home site shall contain a minimum area of five thousand 
(5,000) square feet. All such mobile home sites shall be computed exclusive 
of roads, sidewalks, service drives, facilities and recreational space. 
Provided, however, not more than 10 percent of the sites may contain a 
minimum of four thousand (4,000) square feet if the park plan shows the 
smaller lots to be in a cluster with adequate open areas. The Planning 
Commission shall be the judge of adequacy in such cases. 

(3) Each mobile home park shall have access to a major thoroughfare of 
at least a one hundred and twenty (120) foot right-of-way within the City by 
directly abutting thereon and having frontage on said thoroughfare of at 
least four hundred (400) feet in width. In the alternative, the mobile home 
park must be access to a major thoroughfare within the City of at least a 
one hundred twenty (120) foot right-of-way by a private road over property 
owned by or subject to use by the mobile home park owner, which private 
road shall not be more than 1,320 feet in length and shall have a right-of-way 
of a minimum of eighty-six (86) feet in width. Said right-of-way to be im- 
proved with at least four (4) lanes of paved roadway, which roadway totals 
at least forty-eight (48) feet in width. In addition, there shall be constructed 
within the private road right-of-way a five (5) foot concrete sidewalk on 
each side of the private road. The road-way shall be constructed of blacktop 
or poured concrete in accordance with standard road building practice. The 
roadway shall be designed and graded for adequate storm sewer drainage 
and shall be provided with curbs and gutters. The plan for the roadway shall 
be approved by the City Engineer and the developer shall pay any charge 
made by the City Engineer for such services. 

(4) If the parcel or tract of land to be used for a mobile home park abuts or 
crosses a section line or section quarter line, the owner shall dedicate a strip 
of land for street purposes as determined by the Planning Commission. 

Section 5.2-1 The mobile home park shall comply with the following ad- 
ditional requirements: 

(a) The boundaries of each site shall be clearly and permanently 
designated according to the dimensions and the locations shown on the 
approved plot plan. 

(b) There will be one side yard between the site plot line and the mobile 
home of twenty (20) feet and there shall be a total side yard of thirty (30) 
feet. 

(c) Buildings or structures which are necessary to the mobile home park 
shall have a front and rear yard of at least 40 feet, and side yards of at least 
20 feet each. In addition, offstreet parking shall be provided for such 
buildings or structures as required for retail stores under Section 15.13 of the 
Zoning Ordinance. 

(d) Each mobile home site shall provide for a front yard of at least twenty 
(20) feet, said space to be between the front site line and the front of the 
mobile home and a rear yard of at least fifteen ( 15) feet. 

(e) Each mobile home site shall abut or face a service right-of-way having 
a width of not less than forty (40) feet. The right-of-way shall be improved 
with a blacktop or poured concrete street or road at least twenty-four (24) 
feet in width and a four (4) foot concrete sidewalk on each side of the street 
or road The street or road shall be designed and graded for adequate storm 
sewer drainage and shall be provided with curbs and gutters The streets or 
roads shall be constructed in accordance with standard road building 
practice. 


(f) Two paved offstreet parking spaces shall be provided for each mobile 
home site. 

(g) The mobile home park to provide a twelve ( 12) foot greenbelt adjacent 
to all abutting properties and public right-of-way. The greenbelt shall be 
located within the mobile home park site and shall comply with Section 15.16 
of the Zoning Ordinance. In the alternative, the Planning Commission may 
permit the mobile home park owner to erect an obscuring wall or fence not 
less than 4 feet 6 inches or more than five feet in height on all sides of the 
trailer court. Provided, further, that the Planning Commission may require 
a combination of both the greenbelt and the obscuring wall or fence adjacent 
to any public right-of-way. 

(h) Street and yard lights sufficient to permit safe movement of vehicles 
and pedestrians at night shall be provided, and shall be so located and 
shaded as to direct the light away from adjacent properties. 

Section 5.2-2. All mobile home park developments shall further comply 
with Act 243 of Public Acts of the State of Michigan, 1959, as amended. 

Section 5.2-3. No person shall construct or engage in the construction of 
any mobile home park or make any addition or alteration to a mobile home 
park that either alters the number of sites for mobile homes within the park 
or affects the facilities required therein without first obtaining the approval 
of the Planning Commission and securing a building permit authorizing the 
construction, addition or alteration. 

Section 5.2-4. Each person who desires to construct or alter a mobile home 
park shall submit to the City and the Planning Commission construction 
plans and specifications prepared by a registered professional engineer or 
architect and which will include: 

(a) A plan of the entire tract or parcel including the legal description of the 
lands involved. If the mobile home park is to be constructed in stages, the 
plan must show the individual areas to be developed. The plan must show 
the continuity of streets and other facilities and the provision for recreation 
areas in relation to the proposed use. 

(b) The layout and location of all facilities and of all provisions made for 
lighting of buildings and park area. 

(c) The location and size of all roadways and sidewalks within the mobile 
home park. 

(d) The plan for the access road if the park does not have the required 
frontage on a major thoroughfare within the City. 

Section 5.2-5. The fee for the construction permit shall be paid to the City 
at the time the permits is actually issued. No permit shall be issued until the 
applicant has received a construction permit from the State of Michigan as 
required by Act 243 of the Public Acts of the State of Michigan of 1959, as 
amended, and a copy of the plans submitted to the State have been filed with 
the City. 

Section 5.2-6. No site within the mobile home park shall be occupied by any 
mobile home or trailer coach unless the same is equipped with toilet, 
lavatory and fixtures for tub or shower bathing within the mobile home or 
trailer coach. 

Section 5.2-7. Each mobile home in the mobile home park shall have a 
minimum of four hundred and eighty (480) square feet of floor space for the 
first two occupants, and an additional one hundred (100) square feet of floor 
space for each occupant over two (2). This provision shall not apply to any 
mobile home in a mobile home park (or trailer park) on the effective date of 
this ordinance. 

Section 5.2-8. Campers, boats, trailers, trailer coaches, snowmobiles and 
similar recreational equipment owned by the occupant may be stored on 
individual mobile home sites when the following conditions are met: 

(a) All storage shall be in the rear yard only. 

(b) All provisions of Act 243, Public Acts of 1959, as amended, are followed. 

(c) All storage shall be at least four (4) feet from any site line. 

(d) All items stores are in good working order and must be maintained so 
as not to be detrimental to the appearance of the park. 

(e) The area occupied by stored items shall not exceed three hundred and 
fifty (350) square feet. 

Section 5.2-9. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
occupy a mobile home site or for any owner or agent thereof to pennit the 
occupation of any mobile home site for any purpose until a certificate of 
occupancy has been issued by the Building Inspector. The certificate of 
occupancy shall state that the mobile home park complies with all the 
provisions of this Ordinance, as amended, and the plan as approved by the 
Planning Commission. 

Section 5.2-10. Whenever any provision of Sections 5.3. through 5.3-10 
imposes overlapping or contradictory requirements to any other provision 
of the Zoning Ordinance or other ordinances of the City of Belleville, that 
provision which is more restrictive or imposes higher standards or 
requirements shall govern. 

Section 5.3 AREA, BULK, AND YARD SETBACK REQUIREMENTS - 
See Article XIV, “Schedule of Regulations” limiting the height and bulk of 
buildings, the minimum size of lot permitted by land use, maximum density 
permitted, and providing minimum yard setback requirements. This 
provision does not apply to mobile home parks. 

Section 6.1 PRINCIPAL USES PERMITTED - In a Multiple-Family 
District, no building or land shall be used and no building shall be erected 
except for one or more of the following specified uses, unless otherwise 
provided in this Ordinance. 

(a) Multiple-family dwellings. 

(b) Non-profit clubs providing that no residential facilities of any kind be 
part of the premises, and provided further that they shall not be let for 
commercial purposes (such as but not limited to: receptions, banquets or 
parties) nor be allowed a liquor license of any kind. 

(c) Accessory buildings and uses customarily incident to any of the above 
permitted uses. 

(d) Utility and public service facilities and uses (without storage yards) 
when operating requirements necessitate the locating of said facilities 
within the district in order to serve the immediate vicinity. 

Section 6.2 USES PERMITTED ON SPECIAL APPROVAL - The 
following uses shall be permitted subject to the conditions here-inafter 
imposed for each use: 

(a) Housing for the elderly, not to exceed a height of two (2) stories, when 
the following conditions are met: 

(1)A planned development consisting of at least five (5) acres with cot- 
tage type dwellings and-or apartment type dwelling units; and common 


services containing, but not limited to, central dining rooms, recreational 
rooms, central lounge and workshops. 

(2) All dewellings shall consist of at least five hundred (500) square feet 
per unit. 

(3) The maximum extent of development shall not exceed fifteen (15) 
dwelling units per acre and total coverage shall not exceed twenty-five (25) 
percent for all buildings (including dwelling units and related service 
buildings). 

(b) Convalescent homes not to exceed a height of two (2) stories, when the 
following conditions are met: 

( 1 ) The site shall consist of at least one ( 1 ) acre. 

(2) The maximum coverage shall not exceed seventy-five (75) percent for 
all buildings including principal structures and those incident to the prin- 
cipal structure. 

(c) Accessory buildings and uses customarily incident to any of the above 
uses. 

Section 9.1 PRINCIPAL USES PERMITTED - In a General Business 
District, no land or building shall be used and no building shall be erected 
except for one or more of the following specified uses, unless otherwise 
provided in this Ordinance. 

(a) Any retail business or service establishment permitted in B-2 Districts 
as Principal Uses Permitted, subject to the regulation applicable in the 
following Section 9.2 of this Article. 

(b) Funeral Homes. 

(c) Automobile service stations, subject to the standards as required in 
Item(l) through (4) inclusive of Section 7.3, Paragraph (a). 

(d) Taxi Stand. 

(e) Auto wash, when completely enclosed in a building. Provided, 
however, that before a permit is issued to build or construct a new auto wash 
or to enlarge an existing auto wash, there shall be filed with the application 
for building permit a written consent of 75 percent of the property owners of 
all property within a radius of 400 feet of any part of the premises whereon 
the auto wash is to be built, constructed or enlarged. 

(f) Bowling alleys, billiard parlor or club, indoor skating rinks, archery, 
tennis, or other similar indoor commercial recreational establishments. 

(g) Bus passenger stations. 

(h) New car office, sales or showroom. 

(i) Governmental office or other governmental use; public utility offices, 
exchanges, transformer stations and substations, pump stations, and ser- 
vice yards but not including outdoor storage. 

(j) Warehouse and storage facilities when incident to, and physically 
connected with, any principal use permitted, provided that such facility be 
within the confines of the building or part thereof, occupied by said 
establishment. 

(k) Other uses which are similar to the above uses. 

(l) Accessory structures customarily incident to the above permitted 
uses. 

Section 9.3 USES PERMISSIBLE ON SPECIAL APPROVAL - The 
following uses shall also be permitted subject to the conditions hereinafter 
imposed for each use. 

(a) Outdoor sales space for exclusive sale of second hand automobiles or 
house trailers subject to the following: 

( 1 ) All lighting shall be shielded from adjacent residential districts. 

(2) Ingress and egress to the outdoor sales area shall be at least sixty (60) 
feet from the intersection of any two (2) streets. 

(3) The entire area used for storage, display, or sale, shall have asphaltic 
or concrete surfacing in accordance with specifications approved by the 
Municipal Engineer. Such facilities shall be so drained so as to dispose of all 
surface water accumulated in the area. 

(4) An obscuring wall or fence of not less than four feet, six inches (4’*6”) 
nor more than five feet (5*) in height shall be provided when abutting or 
adjacent districts are zoned for residential use. 

(3) No major repair or major refinishing shall be done on the lot. 

(b) Motel, subject to the following: 

(1) Provided that it can be demonstrated that ingress and egress do not 
conflict with adjacent business uses. 

(2) An obscuring wall or fence of not less than four feet, six inches (4*-6“) 
nor more than five feet (5*) in height shall be provided where abutting or 
adjacent districts are zoned for residential use. 

(3) No kitchen or cooking facilities are to be provided, with the exception 
of units for the use of the manager or caretaker. 

(4) Each unit shall contain not less than two hundred and fifty (250) square 
feet of floor area. 

(c) Business in the character of a drive-in, so-called, or so called open 
front store subject to the following: 

(1) A setback of at least sixty (60) feet from the right-of-way line of any 
existing or proposed street must be maintained. 

(2) Ingress and egress points shall be located at least sixty (60) feet from 
intersection of any two (2) streets. 

(3) All lighting shall be shielded from adjacent residential districts. 

(4) An obscuring wall or fence of not less than four feet, six inches (4’-6“) 
nor more than five feet (5’) feet in height shall be provided where abutting 
or adjacent to a residential district. The height of the wall shall be 
measured from the surface of the ground. 

(5) Before a permit is issued to build or construct a new drive-in, so-called, 
or so-called open front store, or the enlargement of any such existing use, 
there shall be filed with the application for building permit the written 
consent of 75 percent of the property owners of all property within a radius 
of 400 feet of any of the premises whereon the drive-in or open front store is 
to be built, constructed or enlarged. 

(d) Commercially used outdoor recreational space for children’s 
amusement parks, carnivals, miniature golf courses, subject to the 
following: 

(1) Children’s amusement park shall be fenced on all sides with a four (4) 
foot wall or fence. 

(2) Adequate parking shall be provided off the road right-of-way and shall 
be fenced with a four ( 4 ) foot chain link type fence where adjacent to the use. 

(e) Nursery sales for the retail sale of: plant materials not grown on the 
site, lawn furniture, garden and lawn supplies and equipment subject to the 
following conditions:

Residents back stiff 
penalties for crimes 


Nine out of every 10 citizens 
responding to a poll conducted 
recently by State Sen. David A. 
Plawecki, (D-12th District), believe 
that mandatory, minimum sen- 
tences should be imposed on 
criminals. * 

“In line with this response,” noted 
Plawecki, “those 12th District 
citizens also indicated that reducing 
crime should be the state’s top 
priority. 

“The legislature is definitely 
moving toward more mandatory 
penalties for serious crimes. 

“This effort started with passage 
in 1976 of a two-year minimum 
mandatory sentence for criminals 
who use guns to commit a felony.” 

“In the near future, the Senate 
probably will be considering a 
package of bills authorizing 
wiretaps of suspected drug dealers 
and imposing lengthy mandatory 
sentences for those who are con- 
victed,” Plawecki added. 

That legislative package has 
passed the House and was approved 
by the Senate Judiciary Cbmmittee 


last week. 

Approximately 4,850 citizens from 
Allen Park, Dearborn Heights, 
Inkster, Southgate and Taylor 
responded to Pawecki’s survey. 

Plawecki said the issue of most 
concern to 12th District residents 
after crime was the energy crisis, 
with more consumer protection 
laws, improved mental and public 
health facilities, better educational 
resources, improved public tran- 
sportation facilities and highways, 
and more environmental control and 
recreational land following in that 
order. 

About 7 out cf every 10 individuals 
surveyed expressed a concern that 
senior citizens receive state sub- 


sidies to help relieve rising energy 
costs. 

Plawecki said that he intends to 
support legislation adopted last 
week in the House which will help 
senior citizens and lower income 
persons pay the costs of heating fuel 
bills. 

The legislation will provide a 
maximum subsidy of $250 to an 
individual with an income of $2,000 
or less, or to a family of four whose 
income is less than $3,950. A family 
of four with an income of no more 
than $7,300 could be credited $125. 

A two-person household, with at 
least one senior citizen would be 
eligible for a $100 subsidy, if their 
income did not exceed $7,000. 


extended unemployment com- 
pensation benefits to non- 
professional, 10-month public school 
employes during vacation periods. 

“The Livonia School District is the 
third largest in the state and would 
have experienced a yearly loss of 
about half a million dollars, if 
benefits were extended to non- 
professional employes,” Kirksey 
said. 

Law added that Wayne — 
Westland School District would have 
lost about $400,000 each year, and 
the Clarenceville and Northville 
systems would have lost about 
$ 100 , 000 . 

“We have both received hundreds 
of letters from our constituents who 
feared that an amendment 
providing benefits to the non- 
professional employes would cripple 
the district,” Kirksey said. “Livonia 
already has critical problems 
because of decreased enrollment. I 
doubt the district could withstand 
further attack on its financial 
stability.” 

Kirksey and Law met with 
members of the House Labor 
Committee to urge defeat of any 
amendments to the bill extending 
unemployment coverage. 

Law explained that the Senate 
excluded non-professional school 
employees when it passed the bill 
Sept. 21. It became apparent, he 
said, that the issue had become a 


large barrier to passing the bill in 
the House in the few days left before 
the legislative recess. 

“It is critical that we conform to 
the new federal statutes, and we will 
no doubt approve the bill as it now 


stands in the next few days,” Law 
said. “But an amendment to extend 
unemployment benefits is un- 
justifiable when districts like 
Livonia are fighting for their very 
life.”

employment tax; current tax law 
changes; and Michigan income tax.

(1) The minimum site area shall be fifty thousand (50,000) square feet and 
there shall be erected on the site a permanent enclosed building of at least 
two thousand ( 2,000) square feet. 

(2) Off-street parking constructed as required in Section 15.14 of the 
Zoning Ordinance shall be provided on the basis of one (1) parking space for 
each four hundred (400) square feet of outside storage, sales space and 
usable floor area within the building. 

(3) There shall be no storage of loose top soil, fertilizer, stone, or other 
similar types of loose materials unless such materials are stored in bins 
having dimensions of not less than 16 feet by 12 feet, and a height not more 
than 8 feet and such bins shall provide covering to keep the loose materials 
from blowing around the area. 

(4) The storage and-or display of any materials and-or products shall meet 
all setback requirements of a structure. 

(5) There shall be provided, on those sides abutting or adjacent to a 
residential district, an obscuring wall or fence no less than four feet, six 
inches (4’6”) nor more than five (5’) feet in height. The height of the wall 
shall be measured from the established grade level of the ground. 

(f) Arcades (Mechanical Amusement Devices) 

(1) Before a permit is issued to use any premises for an arcade or 
mechanical amusement device business, there shall be filed with the ap- 
plication for permit the written consent of 75 percent of the property owners 
of all property within a radius of one thousand (1,000) feet of any of the 
premises whereon the arcade is to be operated. 

(2) An obscuring wall or fence of not less than four feet, six inches (4’-6”) 
nor more than five (5”) feet in height shall be provided where abutting or 
adjacent to a residential district. The height of the wall shall be measured 
from the surface of the ground. 

(3) All lighting shall be shielded from adjacent residential districts. 

(4) Any provision in the Zoning Ordinance to the contrary not- 
withstanding, one (1) parking space shall be provided for each 400 square 
feet of floor space used for machines plus one (1) parking space for each 
mechanical device on the premises.

(a) See Section 14.2 SUBDIVISION OPEN SPACE PLAN regarding ex- 
ceptions as to lot area and density controls. 

y (b) The side yard abutting upon a street shall not be less than ten (10) feet 
when there is a common rear yard relationship in said block and a common 
side yard relationship with the block directly across the common separating 
street. In the case of a rear yard abutting a side yard of an adjacent lot, or 
when said side yard abuts on frontages across a common street, the side 
yard abutting a street shall not be less than the required front yard of the 
district. 

(c) In an R-M Multiple-Family Residential District, the total number of 
rooms of one hundred ( 100) square feet or more (not including kitchen and 
sanitary facilities) shall not be more than the area of the parcel in square 
feet divided by sixteen hundred ( 1,600). All units shall have at least one (1) 
living room and one (1) dining room, except that ten (10) percent of the units 
may be of an efficiency apartment type. For the purpose of computing the 
permitted number of dwelling units per acre, the following room assign- 
ments shall control: 


One Bedroom - 2 rooms 
Two Bedroom - 3 rooms 
Three Bedroom - 4 rooms 
Four Bedroom - 5 rooms 
of computing density. 


Plans presented showing 1, 2, or 3 
bedroom units and including a “den”, 
“library”, or other extra room shall count 
such extra room as a bedroom for the 
purpose 


The area used for computing density shall be the total site area exclusive of 
any dedicated public right-of-way of either interior or bounding roads. 

(d) Where a front yard of greater or lesser depth than in this section 


specified exists in front of dwellings existing on more than sixty ( 60 ) percent 
of the lots of record, or building sites, on one side of a street in any block, the 
depth of front yard of any building subsequently erected or placed on any 
one of such lots, or building sites, shall not be less, and need not be greater, 
than the average depth of the front yards of such existing dwellings, but this 
shall not be deemed to require in any district a front yard of greater depth 
than thirty-five (35) feet or permit a less depth than fifteen ( 15) feet in any 
case. 

(e) See definitions under Section 2.5 APARTMENTS concerning the floor 
area requirements under the various multiple dwelling bedroom counts. 
(Section 2.5, subsections (a) through (d). 

(f) No side yards are required along the interior side lot lines, except as 
otherwise specified in the Building Code. On the exterior side yard which 
borders on a residential district, there shall be provided a setback of not less 
than ten (10) feet on the side or residential street. If walls of structures, 
facing such interior side lot lines, contain windows, or other openings, side 
yards of not less than ten ( 10) feet shall be provided. 

(g) Loading space shall be provided in the rear yard in the ratio of at least 
ten (10) square feet per front foot of building and shall be computed 
separately from the off-street parking requirements; except in the instance 
of “O-l” Districts loading space shall be provided in the ratio of five (5) 
square feet per front foot of building. Where an alley exists or is provided at 
the rear of buildings the rear building setback and loading requirements 
may be computed from the center of said alley. 

(h) The maximum percentage of coverage shall be determined by the use 
and the provisions of required off-street parking loading and unloading, and 
required yards. 

(i) Parking shall be permitted in the front yard after approval of the 
parking plan layout and points of access by the Planning Commission. The 
setback shall be measured from the nearest side of existing and-or proposed 
right-of-way lines, whichever is greater. 


(j) No building shall be closer than fifty (50) feet to the outer perimeter 
( property line) of such district when said property line abuts any residential 
district. 

(k) Planned developments involving five (5) acres or more under one 
ownership shall be subject to the approval of the Board of Appeals, after 
public hearing, regarding modifications with respect to height regulations. 
In approving an increase in structure height the Board of Appeals shall 
require that all yards shall at least equal in their depth the height of the 
structure. 

(l) An obscuring wall or fence not less than four feet, six inches (4 -6”) nor 
more than five feet (5’) in height shall be provided on those sides of the 
property abutting land zoned for residential use. 

(m) Parking shall be permitted on the side yard after approval of the 
parking plan layout and points of access by the Planning Commission. 

(n) All storage shall be in the rear yard and shall be completely screened 
with an obscuring wall or fence, not less than six (6) feet high, or with a 
chain link type fence and a greenbelt planting so as to obscure all view from 
any adjacent district or public street. 

(o) Mobile home parks are to be controlled by the specific provisions in 
Article V.

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40 percent of Americans skip vaccinations 


An estimated 40 percent of the 
children in America are not 
receiving the vaccines they should, 
and thus remain unprotected 
against serious preventable 
diseases, according to federal 
figures. 


Dr. Carl B. Lauter, chief of in- 
fectious diseases at Harper-Grace 
Hospitals and an assistant professor 
at Wayne State University School of 


Medicine, said: “Childhood diseases 
that terrified pebple only a few years 
ago now seem as remote and har- 
mless as the dinosaur because 
vaccines have been developed 
However, if the vaccines are not 
used these dreadful diseases can— 
and sometimes do— return.*’ 


He urged parents to contact their 
own physicians to secure the 
necessary shots for children. 


He said national figures from the 
Center for Disease Control in the U. 
S. Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare give the scope of the 
problem : 


—Polio, 36 percent of children 14 
and under are not adequately im- 
munized, and there were nine cases 
of polio in the country in 1976. The 
disease can be crippling and 
sometimes fatal. 


—German measles, 35 percent of 
children under 12 are not protected, 
and there were 12,090 cases last 
year. The disease can lead to serious 
complications including retardation, 
deafness, miscarriages, sleeping 
sickness, arthritis, heart damage, 
blindness and cerebral palsy. 

—Measles, 30 percent of children 
under 13 are not immunized, and 
there were 39,585 cases last year. 
Complications include sleeping 


sickness, brain damage, blindness, 
asthma, pneumonia, deafness and 
mental retardation. 

—Diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus (the three shots are com- 
bined), 24 percent of children under 
13 are inadequately immunized. 
Last year in the United States there 
were 146 known cases diphtheria, 927 
of whooping cough and 68 of tetanus. 
Diphtheria can result in damage to 
the heart and kidneys; whooping 


cough can lead to pneumonia; and 
any of the three diseases can be 
fatal. 

—Mumps, 56 rcent of children 
under 13 are not protected. There 
were 37,743 cases last year in the 
country. Serious complications are 
deafness, sterility in males, brain 
damage and juvenile diabetes. 

Dr. Lauter said: “Any child who 
has not been adequately protected 
from these childhood diseases is at 
grave and unnecessary risk.”

Volunteers are needed 
to assist low-income and 
elderly taxpayers who 
have difficulty com- 
pleting basic federal 
income tax forms, 
according to IRS 
District Director R. L. 
Plate. 

The Volunteer Income 
Tax Assistance (VITA) 
program, sponsored by 
IRS, is designed to help 
those who cannot afford 
private assitance and 
who are unable, or 
prefer not, to use tax- 
payer service offices 
staffed by IRS em- 
ployees. 

As participants in 
VITA, volunteers help 
low-income individuals 
and older Americans 
who have a relatively 
simple tax status 
complete their federal 
income tax returns. 
They also advise tax- 
payers on basic tax 
matters, such as the 
earned income credit, 
tax treatment of pension 
benefits and depen- 
dency requirements. 

Volunteers do not 
have to meet any 
education or experience 
requirements to train as 
VITA assistors. 

However, each volun- 
teer must complete a 
three-day IRS in- 
struction session in 


basic income tax 
procedure. 

Retired persons and 
individuals who speak 
Spanish especially are 
needed to give special 
assistance to older and 
Spanish-speaking 
taxpayers. The IRS will 
provide training 
materials, instructors 
and publications to 
clubs and organizations 
willing to sponsor 
programs. 

Individuals or groups 
interested in par- 
ticipating should con- 
tact their local IRS 
office. 

VITA offices ac- 
cording to Plate, are set 
up in locations con- 
venient to low-income 
taxpayers and the 
elderly, such as com- 
munity centers, schools 
and churches and often 
stay open during 
evenings and weekends. 

During the VITA 
program’s nine-year 
history, members of 
social, religious and 
civic organizations, non- 
affiliated individuals 
and college students 
have provided help to 
more than 2,500,000 
taxpayers at VITA 
assistors.

teaspoon salt 


4 cup butter or margarine 

1 package (3 oz.) cream cheese 

i , 4 cup unsifted confectioners sugar 

2 teaspoons dark rum 

1 cup heavy cream, whipped 

Heat chocolate with water in a saucepan over low heat, 
stirring constantly until melted. Add granulated sugar 
and cinnamon. Cook and stir until smooth. Remove from 
heat, stir in vanilla, and cool. Meanwhile, combine flour 
and salt; cut in butter until mixture resembles coarse 
crumbs. Stir in 3 4 cup plus 2 tablespoons of the cooled 
chocolate mixture; divide dough into four parts. Press 
each part evenly over the bottom of an inverted 8 - or 9- 
inch layer pan to w-ithin ‘2 inch of the edge. Bake at 425 
degree for 6 to 8 minutes, or until pastry is almost firm. ( If 
pastry has spread over edge of pan, trim with a sharp 
knife*) Cool pastry layers just until firm— about 5 
minutes.

So you received a plant for Christmas— 
now learn the proper way to care for it 


If you were among the countless 
Americans who received poinsettias 
or perhaps a Jerusalem Cherry 
plant or Christmas cactus as a 
holiday gift, you might be concerned 
with the TLC (tender, loving care) 
which should be mastered to make 
your gift a year-round pleasure. 

Michigan State University’s 
Department of Information Services 
supplies the know-how for keeping 
your plants healthy. 

In the 150 years since it was in- 
troduced from Mexico, the poin- 
settia (Euphorbia pulcherrima) has 
become a U S. Christmas tradition 
W’ith the new, hybrid varieties, the 
red, pink and white flower bracts 
may last for months. 

Hopefully your poinsettia was 
chosen with dark green foliage 
Fallen or yellow leaves indicate it 
has been poorly fertilized or it has a 
root disease The colorful bracts 
should be of good size and color The 
true flowers, the buttonlike struc- 
tures at the center of the bracts, 
should have little or no yellow pollen 
showing on them. 


To keep your poinsettia healthy, 
keep it out of hot and cold drafts and 
high temperatures. Temperatures of 
60-70 degrees F during the day are 
best, with 55 degrees at night. 
Higher temperatures will shorten 
the blooming period. 

Place your poinsettia where it will 
be exposed to bright, indirect light. 
If light levels are too low, the lower 
leaves will yellow and drop off Dry 
air will also cause leaf drop. 

Water the poinsettia when the soil 
feels moderately dry Avoid over- 
watering. especially if the pot does 
not have a hole in the bottom to 
allow excess water to drain away. 
Both overwatering and un- 
derwatering will cause leaves to fall 
off 

Fertilize once a month with 
houseplant fertilizer. 

Propagate by stem tip cuttings 

The poinsettia can be rebloomed, 
but the process is difficult to carry 
out in the home The MSU 
specialists recommend keeping the 


plant until it begins to decline and 
then discarding it. 

CHRISTMAS CACTUS 

The Christmas cactus (Zygocatus 
truncatus) is a slow-growing suc- 
culent plant composed of many 
toothed, leaf-like segments. Its 
spectacular blossoms, which look 
like some sort of exotic bird in flight, 
are worth waiting for. 

For best results with the Christ- 
mas cactus, Michigan State 
University horticulturists advise 
you to shelve the idea that cacti like 
to be dry. The Christmas cactus 
can’t tolerate the parched conditions 
under which other cacti thrive. It 
should be watered whenever the soil 
surface starts to dry out. 

Pot the Christmas cactus in equal 
parts potting soil and peat moss. It 
will probably not do well in a typical 
sandy cactus mixture 

Fertilize once or twice a month 
w ith a standard houseplant fertilizer 
when the plant is growing 
rigorously. Full sun in fall and 
winter and bright diffused light in 


spring and summer are best. 
Average home temperatures and 
humidity levels are adequate for 
good growth 

The Christmas cactus is 
stimulated to form flower buds 
under two conditions: when it is 
exposed to 12-14 hours of complete 
darkness each night; or when it is 
exposed to temperatures of 55 
degrees F or lower. To induce a 
Christmas cactus to bloom around 
the holiday, start the short day. long 
night treatment around the first of 
September, and continue it until 
buds have formed 

Keep the plant out of hot drafts 
and areas where the light is dim 



Low light levels or high tem- 
peratures will cause flower buds to 
drop off 

JERUSALEM CHERRY 

The Jerusalem Cherry* (Solanum 
pseudocapsicum > is a Christmas 
plan! that grows its own decorations. 

This plant, a member of the 
nightshade family, bears colorful 
fruits around the holidays. But 
because the fruits are poisonous, 
Michigan State University hor- 
ticulturists suggest it is not a good 
plant for families with small 
children 

To keep the fruits on the plant for 
the maximum time, keep the plant 
cool and give it full sun Tem- 
peratures of 40-50 degrees F at night 
are not too cold 

Pot the Jerusalem Cherry* in equal 
parts sand and peat moss, with 
provisions for good drainage Water 
whenever the soil feels dry 

A common problem with this plant 
is leaf drop Insufficient water, high 
temperatures and drafts are among 
the possible causes 


After the plant has fruited, it is 
seldom worth saving for another 
year. The MSU experts advise 
saving the fruit for seed and 
discarding the parent plant. Dry the 
seeds and sow them early in March 
in a sand-peat mixture They need 
temperatures of 70-75 degrees F for 
germination 

When plants are four to six weeks 
old, transplant them into four-inch 
pots and place them where they will 
get bright light and cool tem- 
peratures (50-55 degrees F). Place 
the young plants outdoors in a shady 
spot for the summer Check them 
regularly and water often enough to 
keep them from wilting. Fertilize 
every month Avoid overfertilizing 
— you’ll get lush foliage but poor 
fruit set 

Pinch the plants occasionally until 
July 1 to make them grow compact 
and bushy They should flower in 
late July or early August 

Move them indoors before frost 
and transplant into six-inch pots 
With bright light and cool tern 
peratures, they should be decked 
with bright red fruits for Christmas

Need a centerpiece? Make one of your own 


A centerpiece for the holiday table 
need not be expensive. Invest time 
instead of money and make your 
own. 

Dr. Don Dunbar, assistant 
professor of horticulture at 
Michigan State University, says you 
can make a beautiful centerpiece 
out of a few basic supplies and found 
materials. 


For your local florist, you’ll need 
to purchase some dense plastic foam 
(styrofoam or Sahara) to stick plant 
materials into, some greening pins 
(which look like hairpins) and some 
wooden picks to give materials a 
hard point or to lengthen short 
stems. A pocket knife is in- 
dispensable. Optional supplies in- 
clude floral adhesive— a putty-like 
material used to hold the foam in 
the container — and dried material 
preservative, a spray that helps hold 
together brittle dried materials that 
are likely to shed. 


In addition to the purchased 
supplies, gather ferns, thistles, 
milkweed pods, gypsophilia, dock, 
tansy. Queen Anne’s lace and other 
weed seed pods and dried flower 
heads. Add osage oranges, pine, fir 
and elder cones, dried garden 
flowers, rose hips, cattails gathered 
last summer, crabapples, yucca and 
poppy seed pods, corn shocks, 
cockscomb, sweet gum pods, water 
lily seed pods, decorative grasses, 
woods moss and interesting bran- 


ches from trees and shrubs. Collect 
more than you think you’ll need, 
Dunbar advises, so you’ll have a 
wide variety of sizes, shapes and 
colors to choose from. 

Begin constructing your 
arrangement by cutting a piece of 
florist’s foam to fit the container you 
have chosen. The foam should fit 
tightly and extend 1 to V/z inches 
above the top of the container Use 
white glue or florist’s adhesive to 
hold it in place. Round off the edges 
of the foam. This makes the foam 
easier to cover. 

Cover the foam with damp sheet 
moss or dried foliages Moss can be 
purchased as well as pulled off 
rocks. The moss is held in place by 
greening pins. 

Now comes the actual arranging. 
The first step is to define the basic 
shape of the arragement. Start by 
establishing the height. Insert a 
linear item — like a cattail — at the 
center. Then form a circle around it 
by cutting at least five long items — 
such as ferns or oak leaves — to the 
same length and inserting them in 
the foam parallel to the table and 
evenly space..

Winter can be fun. 


Or it can be killing 


Now that winter is here, do you 
listen apprehensively to every 
weather forecast, hoping against 
hope you won’t hear the words: “For 
tomorrow, four to six inches of 
snow”? 

As you’re trying to get your 
thoroughly chilled car to turn over 
on a 10-degree morning, do you find 
yourself longing for a warm white- 
sand beach? 

Or are you one of those thousands 
of people who cringed in their air 
conditioning, away from summer’s 
glaring heat, but at the first sign of 
snow gleefully bundle up and head 
outdoors? 

If you’re in the last group, you 
have lots of company. There are 
several million people who wouldn’t 
trade a snowy, pine-covered 
Michigan hillside for all the beaches 
in Florida 

• 

Our southern cousins don’t know 
what they’re missing— downhill and 
cross-country skiing, sleighrides, 
snowmobiling, ice ska ting, or a short 
trip to the front yard to build a 
snowman with the kids. 

And all that exercise and fresh air 
can make you feel great, as long as 
you know the limits of safety, 
especially as they relate to your 
heart 

Dr. Sol Pickard, Henry Ford 
Hospital cardiologist and president 
of the Michigan Heart Association, 
says: “There are a few- things to 
remember for those who like their 
exercise ‘cold and white”, 

“You should know, for instance, 
that cold temperatures make your 
body act quite differently from the 
way it does in a nice warm room 


“In cold weather, in order to 
conserve heat, the body’s blood 
vessels constrict, making it harder 
for the heart to pump blood. 
Vigorous physical activity, such as 
that required in skiing or skating, 
for instance, requires yet more work 
from the heart 

“Then, too, wind— even self- 
created such as in snowmobiling— 
can drive the temperature down 
farther yet (the wind chill factor we 
hear about in winter weather 
reports).” 

“One way to keep warmer,” said 
Dr. Pickard, “is to wear several 
layers of light, warm clothing. They 
will insulate you better than one 
layer of heavy clothing and less 
energy is expended moving around 
in light clothes. 

“Also, never smoke outdoors in 
cold weather— if you must smoke at 
all. Smoking constricts the blood 
vessels even further.” 

As in the case all year round, you 
shouldn’t start out loo fast with 
vigorous exercise— it shouldn’t be 
taken in binges’ To quote a pam- 
phlet on exercise which is available 
from Michigan Heart Association: 
“Exercise should be demanding, 
but not exhausting Do not push on 
until you're about to collapse “ 


Dr Pickard concludes: * There is 
nothing quite like sports— especially 
winter sports -to give you a sense of 
well being, a particular ‘aliveness’ 
So enjoy Michigan’s winter boun- 
ty— but safely ”

Dried marigolds or mums, round 
weed flower heads, small osage 
oranges sliced and dried, or pine 
cone rosettes made by slicing pine 
cones crosswise are some 
possibilities. Dunbar advises 
placing large items toward the 
bottom and smaller ones toward the 
top to avoid making the 
arrangement look top-heavy. 

The last step is to insert fine- 


textured filler material, such as 
dried baby’s breath. This gives the 
arrangement a light, airy look and 
softens its outline.

AAA advises: 'Be a 
friend, then a host' 


If those tablets that go “Plop Plop, 
Fizz Fizz” are needed to bring relief 
the morning after holiday drinking, 
Automobile Club of Michigan 
cautions that you should not have 
been driving the night before. 

Recognizing that 80 percent of 
Michigan’s motorists will drink over 
the Christmas-New Year’s holidays, 
Auto Club is giving this advice for 
party goers through its “First A 
Friend, Then A Host” program: “Go 
by bus, taxi or let a sober friend do 
the driving.” 

“Last year, alcohol was a factor in 
62 percent of Michigan’s traffic 
fatalities during the Christmas-New 
Year’s holidays/* said James 
Moffat, Auto Club general manager. 
“Through our ‘First A Friend, Then 
A Host’ (F AFT AH) program con- 
ducted each Christmas-New Year’s 
season, we want to remind party 
hosts that they have an obligation to 
help ‘Bring Em Back Alive!’ ” 

The FAFTAH program, 
established in 1966, reminds party 
hosts not to put guests in a position 
where they must drive home after 
being served too many alcoholic 
beverages. 


“Since Auto Club began its 
FAFTAH program, the death toll 
over the Christmas-New Year’s 
holidays has been cut from a daily 
average of 10 in 1965 to less than four 
last year,” Moffat said. “Although 
the best advice for reducing traffic 
deaths is for holiday celebrants not 
to mix drinking and driving, we 
realize the impracticality of such a 
goal. 

“We recommend that motorists 
drink no more than one ounce of 
alcohol per hour.” 

Auto Club reminds party hosts 
they can help guests get home safely 
by following these tips:— If offering 
drinks, serve snacks or a meal to 
slow the alcohol absorption rate. 

—Taper off drinks early and serve 
coffee and dessert. 

—Coffee, tea, milk and other non- 
alcoholic beverages have no 
sobering effect, but they can be used 
as substitutes for alcohol when the 
hour grows late. 

An Auto Club analysis shows the 
most likely candidates for fatal 
traffic accidents this holiday are 
drivers 26 years old or younger 


returning home in darkness after 
drinking 

Forty-one percent of the drivers 
involved in the 17 traffic deaths last 
Christmas holiday were in that age 
group. Over the New Year’s 
holiday— when 13 persons were 
killed— 54 percent of the drivers 
were aged 26 or younger even though 
that age group makes up only 26 
percent of the Michigan driving 
population. 

Darkness was another common 
factor, with 62 percent of the fatal 
accidents occurring at night over 
Christmas and 82 percent over New 
Year’s Eighty-five percent of the 
drivers were less than 25 miles from 
home during the two holiday 
periods. 

In all, about 3.4 million cars will 
travel an estimated 660 million miles 
in Michigan over the 78-hour 
Christmas and New Year’s holidays, 
which is equal to mileage driven 
over summer holiday weekends. 

The Christmas holiday begins at 6 
p.m. Friday and concludes at 12 
midnight Monday, while New Year’s 

starts at 6 p m. Dec 30 and runs 
through 12 midnight Jan 2. 


Anniversary quest 


turns up old glass 


Ford Motor Co.’s search for its 
“roots” during its 75th anniversary 
year has turned up some unexpected 
automotive Americana. 

What began as a hunt for any of 
the remaining cars Ford built during 
its first year of operation has led to 
the location of a large inventory of 
vintage automobile window glass. 

Still packed in turn-of-the-century 
wooden cases and wrapped in 
yellowed newspapers and straw of 
the early Model T era, ap- 
proximately 50,000 pieces of glass 
have been stored in a shed. 




The pieces are in a variety ot sizes 
and shapes — round, oval, oblonjg 
and diamond — and were cut to fit 
the rear and “opera” side windows 
of cars long since gone from the 
American automotive scene — 
Oaklands, Chandlers, Overlands, 
Packards, Pierce-Arrows and the 
venerable Ford Model T. 

The find was announced by John 
E. Sattler, chairman of Ford’s 75th 
Anniversary Committee. 

“You rarely find vintage 
automobile glass like this because 


just about all of it disappeared with 
the cars it was made for,” Mr. 
Sattler said. “This has to be a 
bonanza for antique glass collectors 
and old-car buffs.” 

The owner of the glass, a Detroit 
businessman, Glenn Forbes, said it 
has been untouched since it was 
packed in its original containers, 
more than 60 years ago. 

“I just stored it, case upon case, 
in an old shed for all of these years,” 
he said. “When I read about Ford’s 
search for 1903 Model A cars, it gave 
me an idea it might have real value 
to collectors. So I got in touch with 
the Ford people.” 

The packing cases may be as 
valuable as the glass. They carry the 
names of early glass suppliers to the 
auto industry — names that have 
either changed or disappeared 
entirely. 

Included are American Window 
Glass Co., Pittsburgh, Pa. ; Lamson 
and Scherer, Cleveland, Ohio; Libby 
Owens Glass Co., Charleston, W. 
Va., and the R. Scherer Glass Co., 
282 East Jefferson, Detroit.

Prof Archie H Easton thinks it 
might be a good idea if the snow belt 
states could trade their year-end 
climate with someplace south of the 
equator. The problem, as Easton 
sees it, is that our worst winter 
weather usually strikes at the same 
time the Christmas and New Year’s 
hplj<jay season descends cn us, and 
winter travel is at its peak. 

Since swapping climates is a 
highly impractical dream, Easton’s 
second choice is to swap some 
tested, practical winter driving tips 
with U S. drivers. 

Winter driving problems are an 
area Easton knows well. He served 
for many years as chairman of the 
National Safety Council's Com- 
mittee on Winter Driving Hazards 
and has participated in its annual 
test programs since 1947. Until 
recently, he has been director of the 
University of Wisconsin’s Motor 
Vehicle Research Laboratory and is 
an internationally known consultant 
on motor vehicle accidents and 
accident reconstruction In Sep- 
tember he returned from East Java, 
Indonesia, where he was involved 
with analysis of motor vehicle ac- 
cidents and traffic safety. With such 
a background, there’s hardly any 
type of weather condition that 
Easton hasn’t ©c per ie need first had. 

In Easton's words: “Engine tune- 
ups and good vehicle maintenance 
can be critical factors in getting 
through the winter months without 
mechanical failures that can lead to 
traffic jams and accidents 

“First and most importantly, have 
your engine tuned by a competent 
mechanic A tune-up should include 
inspection of the electrical system, 
timing, points, plugs and the 
emission control devices on late 
model cars. This will reduce fuel 
consumption, whilea t the same time 
assure dependable starting at low 
temperatures and fewer stalls in 
traffic. Fora complete safety check, 
include inspection of the braking, 
steering, suspension, lighting and 
cooling system ” 

In addition to the safety check. 
Easton urged drivers to also need 


mendations that have been 
developed by the National Safety 
Council’s Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards. 

HEATER-DEFROSTER 
SYSTEM must clear fog and frost 
off your windshield rapidly and keep 
it clear. If not functioning properly, 
check the thermostat or ad- 
justments to the control mechanism. 
You check should also include the 
rear window defroster if your 
vehicle is equipped with one. 

WINDSHIELD WIPERS may 
have dried out in summer heat. Live 
replacement blades are inexpensive 
and do a better job in wiping away 
slush and snow without streaking. 

TIRES are important all year 
long, but especially so on snowy and 
icy pavements. Snow tires provide 
additional pulling power in loosely 
packed snow Studded tires, where 
legal, improve stopping and pulling 
ability on ice. 

TIRE CHAINS still remain the 
ultimate traction a id in deep snow or 
glare ice conditions. Keep them in 
youj trunk for severe weather 
conditions. 

LIGHTS must be in perfect 

working order Check for and 
replaceburned out bulbs and broken 
or cracked lenses Winter grime and 
road salt corrode sockets and 
reflectors Clean all li^it lenses 
frequently during inclement 

weather. 

BRAKES the most important 

item with respect to braking is the 
type of application The pumping or 
“fanning” type of application will 
permit better steering control 
Avoid continuous lock-up of the 
wheels. 

On the topic of emergency kits, 
Easton reminded motorists of the 
following items — blankets, 
emergency flares and lights 

“Remember,” he concluded, 
“taking the nightmares out of winter 
driving requires common sense 
approaches by aD drivers — proper 
maintenance and planning today to 
head off tomorrow's driving 
dangers.”

Looking taller than his 6 feet, 5 inch frame, Bob Fowler took 
gigantic steps from the stands and made his way toward Dick 
McNally to congratulate his former coach. 

The occasion was the Western Wayne Holiday Basketball 
Tournament staged and hosted by Cherry Hill. 

Fowler, Cherry Hill’s only all- 
state eager, was in town during the 
Christmas Holidays and spent last 
Thursday watching the cham- 
pionship match-up between his 
former high school and Belleville. 

“The kids really looked good,” 

Fowler said after the Spartans 
dumped Belleville to earn their 
second holiday tournament title in 
seven years. “I’m impressed by the 
team work out there.” 

Fowler, who owns most of the 
Spartan scoring and rebounding 
records, was awarded a full-ride 
scholarship to the University of 
Kentucky immediately upon 
graduation from Cherry Hill two 
years ago. 

He attended Kentucky for one year, then transferred to Iowa 
State. 

“I just didn’t feel I was getting anywhere at Kentucky,” Fowler 
said, “at least now I’m playing as a starter.” 

The 6-5 eager is a starting forward. 

“There’s just so much one can learn on the bench,” Fowler 
continued, “then you have to play or you get rusty, awfully rusty.” 

Remember another area all-state eager, Rick Drewitz who also 
came away from Kentucky disenchanted with the Wildcats. Rick, 
who prepped at Garden City West, stuck it out four years and never 
reached his potential as a collegiate ball player. 

In fact, Drewitz advised local cagers to stick to Michigan colleges 
because they were apt to see more playing time here than in 
another state where colleges usually try to play local talent.

Burrus, 
usually clouded by prolific scorer, 
Kevin Patterson’s shooting, con- 
tributed nine baskets and eight free 
throws for 26 points in a losing 
cause. 

Patterson scored 23 points in the 
preliminary round against Wayne 
but made a couple of unforgivable 
mistakes in the early minutes 
against Cherry Hill and he tried to 
make amends the rest of the night. 

Cherry Hill couldn’t break loose 
from its visitors despite the fact the 
Spartans had leads of up to 16 points 
(66-50) in the third period. The 
Tigers cut it down to nine early in 
the fourth period on the strength of 
baskets by Burrus and Elvis Currie. 

Cherry Hill took the lead at 16-14 at 
the end of the first period, then in- 
creased the margin to 38-31 at the 
half. The Spartans went on a scoring 
rampage in the third period and 
outscored their rivals 22-10, then 
coasted to the victory and the 
tournament championship. 

With 2:50 remaining in the game, 
Don Calloway sank a layup which 
gave the Spartans a 10-point margin, 
and the handwriting was on the wall. 

Jordan and Floyd Simmons, who 
usually draws the toughest defen- 
sive assignment, gave the Spartans 
an explosive offense and 
play makers Tim Corden and Don 
Calloway kept things happening out 
front.

Grissom's world 

Light line 


By SAM GRISSOM 
Outdoor Writer 

For several years now a quiet metamorphosis has 
been taking place on Michigan’s trout streams. As the 
quality of the steelhead fishing improves, the men 
fishing for them have tried to improve the quality of 
their fishing techniques. 

The number of fish taken is no longer as important as 
is getting the maximum fishing enjoyment from each 
one. 

Most fishermen have switched to light line fishing. 

Back in 1969 and 1970, when I had just started fishing 
for steelhead, a big man in an orange hat was con- 
sistently catching fish. 

With an unorthodox looking long limber rod he was_ 
producing results that I just had to learn. Very few men 
have the opportunities and the skill to institute change. 

This man revolutionized the entire concept of fishing 
in Michigan for big trout. Dick Swan from Clare, has 
probably influenced more peoples fishing style than any 
other man fishing in the state today. 

What Dick accomplished was to not only help establish 
a fishing technique, but to influence the design of fishing 
equipment as well. 

When Dick first started trying his ideas, he found that 
the fishing rods available on the market just wouldn’t 
allow you to use light line. This lead him to building his 
own rods. 

Still not satisfied with the results, his next step was to 
talk the tackle manufacturers into producing a rod blank 
that would meet his specifications and requirements. 

It was this, plus Dick’s willingness to share his ideas, 
that is responsible for the number of long limber rods 
that you’ll see being employed on Michigan streams 
today 


Messiah 


There are several reasons for fishing with light line 
First, line visibility. As fishing pressure increases and 
water clarity improves, the trout become extremely 
wary. Heavier test line is visible. 

To combat this you must go to the lighter pound test 
line with its smaller diameter. In order to fish light line, 
two to six pound test, you must have a long limber rod 
that will enable you to pressure the fish without ex- 
ceeding the breaking point of the line. 

The next and most important reason for light line is 
that it will enable you to get the maximum amount of 
excitement out of your fishing. You will hook more fish 
because of the smaller diameter line, and you will test 
your own ability with each fish you play. 

Dick not only claims light line fishing is the best way to 
fish for trout and salmon, he goes out and proves that it 
is. He has taken a 131 lb. 5 oz. Steelhead that is listed as a 
world record for two pound test line and has a 14 lb. Vi oz. 
Steelhead that betters the existing record 

Chinook salmon are supposed to be tackle busters, but 
light line works for them as well. Dick has exceeded the 
world record for two pound test line with a 28 pound 
King. 

Dick travels all over the state fishing and promoting 
his light line-long limber rod techniques. This past fall he 
was at JC Pennys for a fishing clinic. I found his 
willingness to share his secrets both interesting and 
informative because Dick is one of the most 
knowledgeable Steelhead fishermen in the state. 

This is starting to sound like a tribute, and I guess 
maybe it should be. I would like to thank Dick for being a 
“Light Line Messiah”. His conversion of my fishing 
techniques away from heavy lines and rods is respon 
sible for my belief that “steelheading is the ultimate 
sport.”

Robichaud wins holiday tourney

Harper pumps in record 42 points against Annapolis 


Reenacting the drama of the first 
round but with more intensity, Ivy 
Harper grabbed the limelight and 
scored a record-setting 42 points to 
give Dearborn Heights Robichaud a 
77-62 victory over cross-town rival 
Annapolis and its first Holiday 
Tournament Basketball Cham- 
pionship.
